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A BILL OF JEWISH 
RIGHTS 


Mr. Sumner Welles’s 
Inspiring Call 


After a brilliant address from the former Under- 
Secretary of State, Mr. Sumner Welles, at a 
banquet arranged by the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, in which Mr. Welles called for a Uniied 
Nations’ guarantee of international human rights 
and endorsed Palestine as the National Jewish 
Homeland ander international trusteeship, the 
American Jewish Committee Executive _ last 
week-end adopted several significant post-war reso- 
lutions in which were crystallised the plans drafted 
by a committee of 47 scholars and experts, cables 
our New York correspondent. , 

The cardinal points of the course recommended 

as tollows: | 

on fe, he creation, in accordance with the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks proposals, of “a permanent commission 
f® be set up at the earliest possible moment by 
the United Nations Conference to formulate an 
International Bill of Rights embodying those prin- 
ciples of hurnan rights which include the tunda- 
mental freedoms, religious liberty, and racial 
equality, and a course of procedure for the imple- 
mentation and enforcement of the bill 


Outlawing Anti-Semitism 


2. Thgoutlawing by the United Nations of any 
public or organised incitement. against religious, 
ethnic, and racial groups, as being contrary to the 
principles and interests of world democracy, and 
a danger to the peace and security of the world 

3. The abrogation of all Nazi legislation and 
discrimination against the Jews in the manner laid 
down in the Armistice agreements between the 
Governments of the United Nations and the respec- 


tive Governments of Rumania, Bulgaria, and 
‘Hungary. 
4. A liberal. policy of repairiatign that would 


provide all displaced nationals, irrespective of race, 
creed. or ethnic origin, with readmission to the 
country of their nationality ; the readmission of all 
displaced persons, whether they are of forcign 
nationality or stateless, to the country ofl theit 
permanent residence, so that no displaced person 
shall be compelled to return to the country from 
which he was displaced, and that he should be 
allowed to continue to live in the country in which 
he resides. evert as far as practicable, in neutral 
countries which have served as a temporary haven 
of refuge. 
5. Inasmuch as migration is a matter of vital 
international interest, a Commussion on migration, 
under the economic and social councd of the 
general international organisation, should work for 
the adoption and ratification of an International 
Migsation Convention, based upon the principle 
that m all migration matters there should be no

OSWIECIM REVELATIONS 
Worst Death Camp Captured 


Oswiecim (Auschwitz), most infamous of al! the 
Nazi death camps, has been captured by the Red 
Army, as reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE last 
week, and first investigations. reveal that:the horrors 
perpetrated there put even those of Maidanck in 
the shade. 

Several thousands of completely exhausied 
prisoners in. the last stages of emaciation were 
rescued by the Russians. . 

When the Maidanek atrocities were exposed to 
the world, the Germans began to try and hide 
what was taking place at Oswiecim. | 3 : 

They destroyed an electrical machine which was 
able to kill several hundred vggtims at once, the 
bodies then being dropped on to a conveyor belt 
which carried them to the electric furnace where 
thé bodies were burned and reduced to powder. 

A mobile plant for slaughtering children was 
removed by the Nazis, and the gas chambers were 
reconstructed to make them appear to be garages. 
Mass graves in the camp were levelled. 

According to the survivors, the death factory 
was a great industry with many . depariments. 
There were offices where the deportees were soried 
according to their age and capacity to perform 
Slave labour before being slaughtered, Other 
offices were set aside for the aged, for children, 
and for invalids d ed to immediaté execution. 
. The powdered remains of the victims were used 
as fertiliser for the fields surrounding the camp 
which was several square miles in extent. 

Between i941 and 1943, five to eight sealed 
trains filled. with deportees used to arrive at the 
camp daily. They drew up at a special siding built 
in the camp. It is estimated that over 1,500,000 
victims were done to death in Oswiecim, and 
hundreds of thousands of them were Jews. 


LIBERAL PARTY 
© PALESTINE 


“Implement the Balfour | 
Declaration” 


A resolutton appealing to the Government to 
abandon the White Paper policy in Palestine and 
to implement the Balfour Declaration was carried 
by an overwhelming majority at the National 
Assembly of the Liberal Party, held in London last 
week-end. 

“ This Assembly,” the resolution read, “ is 
emphatically of the opinion that both Britesh 
honour and British interests require H.M. Govern- 
ment to reverse the policy laid down in the White 
Paper of May. 1939, regarding Palestine, and to 
carry out faithfully its obligations under the Man- 
date and Balfour Declaration. 

“ The Assembly further deplores the existence 
and growth of anti-Semitism, which it abhors.” 

Only five votes were registered against the reso- 
lution and a few delegates abstained. A similar 
resolution submitted by the Manchester Liberal 
Association was withdrawn. 

A lively debate preceded the adoption. of «the 
Palestine resolution, which was moved by Sir 
Geoffrey le M. Mander, M.P., on behalf of the 
Finchley Liberdis. 

He pointed out that during the debate on the 
White Paper in the House of Commons on May 21, 
1939, the Liberal Party had opposed it strongly. 
The leader of the Party, Sit. Archibald Sinclair, 
and Mr. James de Rothschild, had spoken for the 
Liberals and 14 of them voted against the Govern- 
ment, while only one Liberal for the White Paper. 
He went on to say that the White Paper had dis- 
creduied the British name and was a surrender to 
violence. It was a standing reproach that during 
the last five years, at a time of the greatest diffi- 
culty for the Jewish people, Arabs could enter 
Palestine but the country wasvclosed to Jews. The 
Situation of the Jews now was infinitely worse than 
in 1939, and there was no substitute for Palestine 
as far as the Jews were concerned. They must

Leading Jew-baiters Arrested 


The first list of Rumanian war criminals -to be. 
arrested has just been published, cables our Balkans 
correspondent. The list of 65 names includes many 
with bad anti-Jewish records. 


Aang them are Professor George Alexianu,. 
former Governor of Transnistria, the territory to 
which Jews were deported and. where. many 


perished ; ‘Eugen Christescu, formerly Chief of the 
Rurganian Secret Service, who ordered the arrest 
of many Jews solely because of their political 
views: General Calotescu, former Governor — of 
Bucovina, and his adjutant, Col. Marinescu. who 
incarcerated Jews in the ghetto in Czernowitz. | 

Other Jew-baiters who are .being held are Situs 
Dragousi, Chief of the Central Office of Rumanisa- 
tion which was respgpsible for the confiscation of 
Jewish property; 1. A. Bratescu-Voinesti, the 
nMorious anti-Jewish writer: the architect, {. D 
Enescu, who was Under-Secretary for Labour, and 
who ordered the dismissal of all Jowish employees : 
George Cuza, son of the notorious: anti-Semitic 
leader, Professor Cuza. George Cuza@ was a 
member of Goga’s cabinet in 1937 and 1938. 

Two Jews named Gingold and Grossmann, former 
Presidents of the Jewish Central Office, were also 
arrested, They“are accused of having been involved 
in Carrying out all the anti-Jewish measures ordered 
by Radu Lecca, Antonescu’s High Commissioner 
for Jewish Affairs. 


LORD READING AWARDED 
C.B.E. 


Gallant Services 


The C.B.E. (Military Division) has been awarded 
to Brigadier the Marquis of Reading, K.C..@M.C., 
in recognition of gallant and distinguished services 
in North-West Europe. 

Lord Reading devoted a great deal of time to 
the welfare of Jewish refugees from Europe, being 
Chairman of the Council, for German Jewry, and 
when ‘the refugees were given the chance of joining 
the British Army in the Pioneer Corps, he became 
Colonel of the battalions which included them. 

In the last war, he served in the Royal Fusiliers 
and won the Military Cross and the Croix de 
Guerre, and from 1923 to 1925 he was Lieut.- 


Colonel jhe Inns of Court O.TC. 
(T.A). A barrister, he is a Bencher of the Middle 


Temple. 


ARAB MANCEUVRINGS 


~ Moslem Rivalries and the 
Unity Plan 


Very lithe additional progress has been made 
lately by the Pan-Arab leaders towards achieving 
their goal of broad federal unity (cables our Jeru- 
salem correspondent), and information which has 
reached me in the past few days suggests that the 
meeting of Arab Foreign Ministers scheduled to 
take place in Cairo on February 14 will not take 
matters much farther. Despite the outbursts of 
elation which generally mark Oriental propaganda, 
observers feel that no new developments have 
occurred to make the prospects of Arab unity any 
more propitious or to allay the mutual suspicions 
among the Middle East negotiators, 

Meanwhile, two new factors which have emerged 
are not goimg to make the task before the partici- 
pants m the scheduled talks in Cairo any easier. | 


These new factors are, first, the dramatic French 
intervention over what France considers its special 
interests im the Levant: and secondly, the meeting 
between King Farouk and King Ibm Saud at a 
Red Sea port late last month. It is no secret 
that the French Government, especially General 
de Gaulle and General Catroux, feel strongly that 
their country was placed in a most invidious posi- 


tion vis-a-vis Syria and Lebanon at a time ‘when 
it had no other alternative than to. submit to 
pressure. Nor, judging from reports from Paris, 


is it any less apparent that they consider General 
Spears—now busy re-establishing his Parliamen- 
lary position by making anti-French and anti- 
Zionist speeches up and down England—to have 
spoken authoritatively on the matter, 

It is not unlikely that the French Government's 
reassessment of their Levant posiion—and thus 
may conceivably involve the radical reconsidera-

RESTORING JEWISH 
PROPERTY 


France Protects Aryanised”’ 
Estates 


The French Government has taken steps to’ pro- 
tect Jewish property seized under the Vichy legis- 
lation by establishing a. service of contro! of 
administrators and liquidators and by defining thei: 
responsibility and limiting their compensation 

The decree, which was published in the Journat 
Orricitet over the signatures of General de Gaulle 
and the . Ministers of Justice and Finance, ts 
restricted to safeguarding several thousand Jewish 
businesses and properties which are still in. the 
hands of administrators or liquidators named by 
the Vichy Commissariat of Jewish Affairs or con- 
firmed as managers under the ordinance of 
November. 14, 

The decree does not deal with the question of 
restitution, This question will be dealt with in an 
ordinance... which is now being studied by the 
Government. 

Professor Emile Tergoine, a noted scientist, has 
been appointed head of the coniro! service 

The liquidation of the Commissariat of Jewish 
Affairs is at present handied by a department of 
ithe Ministry of Finance, but it ts understood that 
this. also is hkely to become part of Professor 
Terroine’s task. 

The new decree declares 
arrangements for ‘the 


null and void all 
compensation of admini- 
strators and liquidators made before August 9 
1944. It specifies that only those who administered 
such properties carefully and honestly are entitled 
to compensation and indemnity for personal obli- 
gations and the repayment of necessary and useful 
expenses. No udministrator will receive over 
.10,000 trancs monthly. 

li administrators are responsible under the 
provisions of common law in the same way as 
paid agents. The courts can sequestrate their pro- 
perty in order to protect the rights of those having 
claims agamst them. 

All administrators and liquidators are given 15 
days to hand over for the account of the owner 
the funds held by them. Special permission ‘is 
required from the court to retain funds for the 
running expenses of a’ business.

A TRAGIC JOURNEY 


Rescued Victims of Nazis 


On Tuesday morning. January 30. a tram. with 
relugees was to icave St. 
Gall railway station for Annemasse, in France, 
relates the Swiss newspaper, Berner Tacwacwr.

‘LORDS DEBATE ON 
REFUGEES 


Marquis of Reading’s Searching 
Criticism 


A Government confession of slow progress 
attending the refugee problem was made by 
Viscount Cranborne in reply to a debaic in the 
House of Lords on Wed ay. 

The debate was opened by the Marquis of 
Reading, who, in a Critical review of the problem 
that won him many compliments, called attention 
to the position of displaced and Stateless persons 
on the Continent of Europe. According to an 
official estimate by the Allied Governments, he 
said, the conditions of organised deliberate uphea- 
val left behind them by the German leaders affected 
between 20 million and 30 million persons in 
Germany and Germear-occupied countries of 
Furope, Lord Reading asked pointed questions as 
io the measures that were being taken. He hoped 
io elicit from the Government how far even now 
other member-Governments — of 
awakened to the yo | of the problem. A pro- 
blem of this. size could not be tackled by last- 
moment inspirations or piecemeal  palliatives. 
Unless plans to meet the situation had been care- 
fully preconcerted, ready io be put into operation, 
sweeping and effectual, when the moment came, 
the seeds of peace in Europe would have been 
planted in sterile and infected soil. 

Lord Strabolgi, in supporting Lord Reading, 
referred to the displaced refugees, mosily Jewish, 
in the Balkans and in other countries. He added 
that, of refugees in the accepted sense of the word, 
there were 13,000 in Sweden and 26,000 in Switzer- 


land. There were in the parts of Europe which 
came under Axis domination, about six million 
Jews There were only about one million left 


One of Hitler's war aims had been nearly achieved. 
In Rumania alone there were 50,000 candidates for 
30.000 in 
Bulgaria. The 75,000 permits under the Palestine 
White Paper had been used up. What was going 
to happen now”? 


: Urgency of Problem Not Realised 
Viscount Templewood (formerly Sir Samuel 
Hoare) followed with a remarkable speech, draw- 


ing on his experiences in Spain during Sur and a 
half years. He stressed that the urgency of the 
problem was not realised. The methods of dealing 
with it were totally inadequate. The three Allied 
leaders should take cognisance of its urgency and 
should announce a common policy and give a 
directive to the organisations concerned. He told 
the House that he had been confronted with the 
arrival of thousands of refugees in Spain, and he 
had. pressed the Government in London that a 
camp should be set up in North, Africa, which 
was then-in our occupation, where the shifting of 
these thousands of men and women into appro- 
priate categories could be done. Everyone had 
month— 
he thought he was right in saying year afler year 
passed and the camp was. not set up. 

He gave another instance about Jewish refugees 
who came through Spain. The usual associations 
sent out. their representatives to investigate the 
cases, and in course of time a category was created 
of persons to whom permits were given to go to 
Palestine. So far as he knew, there was no differ- 
ence of opinion aboyt those permits. “ Yet, for 
month after month, we could never co-ordinate the 
‘arrival of these Jews at the ports, the arrival of 
ships at the ports to take them to Palestine, and 
the permits: for their actual admission into 
Palestine.” 

The Earl of Perth said there should be a central 
organisation for dealing with the problem of State- 
less persons and it should have the authority to execute 
He thought that, as the mantle of Dr. 
Nansen had fallen on the High Commissioner for 
Refugees, he would be the proper person for the 
task. But the real question was that there should 
be a responsible body which could act at once. 


Government Reply 


Lord Cranborne, in his reply, referred to Lord 
Strabolgi’s criticism on the question of the Palestine 
quota. tn September last, he said, the Jewish Agency 
asked the Government that 10,300 places should be 
made available for migration to Palestine. That 
request was granted in full, but a necessary limit was 
That was 
done for purely practical reasons—the housing situa- 
tion in Palestine and the possibility of serious diffi- 
culties in the economic sphere, it the immigrants 
came in too rapidly. As a resukt of the decision, 
there were numbers of immigrants going in there 
at the present time. He agreed with Lord Strabolg! 
that the situation which would arise after next May 
was one that clearly required most careful considera- 
tion, which was being given to it. He recognised 
that there were very large numbers of Jews from 
Rumania and Bulgaria in addition to other categories 
who wanted to go to Palestine, But, of course, the 
question as to which particular Jews went to Pales- 
tine and whether they were to go there was a matte 
not for His Majesty's Government but for the 
Agency itself, to whom the power of selection had 
been entrusted. No dov they would choose those 
Jews whom they thought would be of greatest benefit 
to Palestine, or whose danger in Europe was the most

acute. Lord Cranborne repeated later, when Lord 
Strabolgi asked him specifically about orphaned 
children, that there was a certain number of certifi- 
cates allowing people to go to Palestine, and those 
certificates were allocated by the Jewish Agency. 


Agreements With Unrra 


Going on to deal with the general problem, Lord 
Cranborne informed Lord Reading that the agree- 
ment negotiated under Unrra’s auspices had been 
accepted by Belgium, France, Luxembourg, Holland, 
Norway, Poland, and Yugoslavia, and it was to be 
signed in London on behalf of the Joint Govern- 
ments on February 20. He also detailed the cxisting 
bilateral agreement between Governments dealin 
with the repatriation of each other's displeced 
nationals found in the other territory. There were 
five such agreements, Another announcement he 
made was that under the Shaef-Unrra Agreement, 
Shaef had asked Unrra to provide a large number 
of personnel to deal with Allied displaced persons 
m Germany and Unrra had for some time been busy 
recruiting and training persons far as man-power 
difficulties allowed. He was glad to be able to tell 
the House that the Intergovernmental Committee on 
Refugees were at the present time engagd in con- 
vening a Committee of Government experts to study 
the particular problem of Stateless persons not 
covered by previous arrangements with regard to 
their documentation, who constituted the core of the 
problem. He concluded by admitting that the results 
achieved in the past by international backing had 
not always been all we might have hoped. He 
thought on the whole it had been disappointing and 
he was afraid that.hat had to a considerable extent 
been due to the fact that not all those nations who 
had paid lip service to the principle of _inter- 
national action were in practice willing to give it 
a fair trial. We must not allow ourselves to be 
discouraged by possible lack of complete success in 
the past. Internatjenal action in this sphere, as in 
many others, wasfa plant of very slow growth. Of 
course, this way/an urgent problem. His Majesty's 
Governmentffecognised that as much as anyone. 
but he did not think that any implied charge of 
dilatoriness—and this was the only part of Lord 
Reading's speech which could give any ground for 
complaint—was justified. On the contrary, there 
was an immense amount of devoted work going 
on at the present time.

LORD SAMUEL ON PALESTINE’S 
BEAUTY 


Freedom from Ugly Advertisements 


Viscount Samuel spoke in a debate inthe 
House of Lords on Thursday last week on a 
motion by Lord Mottistone asking the Govern- 
ment to ensure that, in planning schemes, steps 
were taken to prevent the disfigurement of the 
neighbourhood by ugly advertisements. Lord 
Samuel said: There is one country which is free 
from the abuses of public advertising, and that is 
Palestine. Palestine, which by reason of its associa- 
tions, as well as it natural beauty and the fact 
that it ws ‘the resort of great numbers of pilgrims 
and tourists year by year, is one country which 
needed particular protection from this abuse, 
especially in these days when it has been opened 
to modern development and might casily be vul- 
garised and spoilt. When the British Mandate was 
extended to Palestine, one of the very first Ordin- 
ances which was made there was a very simple one. 
It provided that people might advertise: on their 
own premises for the purpose of their own 
businesses, or in railway stations, or on kiosks 
erected by the municipalities for that purpose. but 
that there should be no advertisements at a'l any- 
where else. It was casy to enforce that, because 
there was then no vesied interest. It has been the 
law for about 25 years, and is on the whole effec- 
tively enforced, with the result that the natural 
charm and beauty of Palestine and its sacred asso- 
ciations have been left completely unspoilt by this 
form of advertising. That cannot be done so 
sweepingly and. so effectively here, but it ought 
to be done in many parts of this country by speci- 
fying where the advertisemenis may be and 
forbidding them anywhere else. 


UNNATURALISED GERMANS IN 
GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS 


Sir L. Lyle (Con., Bournemouth) asked the 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury how many 
unnaturalised Germans were employed in Govern- 
ment Departments and the Departments in which 


whey were employed. 

Mr. Peake replied: Under Defence Regulations 
60D aliens may be temporarily employed in the 
Government service if they possess special: qualifi- 
cations, and there are no suitably qualified British 
subjects readily available for employment in the 
post concerned, Specific ‘Treasury consent is 
required for the employment of an enemy alien 
in any non-industrial post, and that consent has 
been given in the case of 66 persons of German 
nationality, or who are now Stateless but were 
formerly of German nationality. The Departments 
concerned are shown below.

have their Nationgl Home there. There were diffi- 
culties in Palestine, but they could be overcome 
and the pledge to the Jews must be honoured. 

Mr. A. P. Marshall seconded. He said that ihe 
obligation to the Jews was greater now than after 
the last war. The desire of the Jews for Palestine 
was unconquerable, and no Liberal could stand 
by and not help in the fulfilment of this desire. 
British honour was at stake and the pledge to the 
Jews could be honoured without imjustice to the 
Arabs. This problem was dear to the heart of 
Liberais everywhere, and the Assembly should aive 
an expression to these feelings. 

Mr. Dingle Foot, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Economic Warfare, said that, while 
not opposing the passage of the resolution, he 
wished to enter a caveat. He said he had no feel- 
ings against the Jews, and he had high admiration 
for their achievements in Palestine, and he had 
done his utmost to bring some relief to sullering 
Jews in Europe. Confessing that he was the only 
Liberal who voted for the White Paper, he quoted 
Mr. Malcolm MacDonald's Statement that the 
Palestine problem was an issue between right and 
right. He went on to say that a National Home 
in Paiestine did not necessarily mean Palestine as 
a National Home, and he claimed that there were 
pledges given to the Arabs, too, and that all the 
Arabs were opposed to the continuance of Jewish 
immigration into Palestine 

A defence of the resolftion was made by Mr. 
David Goldblatt, who was warmly supported by 
the delegates. He pointed out that the Balfour 
Declaration itself guaranteed the rights of the 
Arabs, and he added that Mr. Foot's claim about 
pledges to Arabs outside the Declaraiion was 
merely a “ tremendous red herring,” since they did 
not deal with Palestine as such He protested 
against the caveat, which he thought was part of 
the political game connected with an Arab 
Federation. 


Pro-Arab View 


Captain Minto, supporting Mr. Foot, said he 
had served im Palestine and had been bombed by 
Jews and shot at by Arabs, so that he was impar- 
tial. He had hved in ‘Germany and Austria, and 
God forbid that it should happen:here. But, he 
went on, too much stress was laid on the rights 
of the Jews and too little on those of the Arabs 
The Jews, well financed and skilful, were squeezing 
the Arabs out, he claimed. Lawrence, the friend 


of the Arabs, had died of a broken heart seeing his 


Arab friends betrayed. He knew 90 per cent of 
Servicemen were anti-Jewish and would vote 
Liberat if the Liberal Party putged itself of Jewish 
influence. “I ask for justice,” he said, “ for the 
Arabs, our loyal and true allies.”

when he referred to anti-Semitism, 

Mrs. Corbett Ashby supported the. resolution as 

¢ who had been in Palestine and had seen the 
magnificent change which the industry and enter- 
prise of Jews had brought about. There had been 
a political motive, she said, on the part of those 
who had encouraged the immigration of Arabs into 
Palestine while preventing, as far as possible, the 
immigration of the Jews. It was true that there 
was a forward movement among the Arab people 
They had certainly made promises to the Jews 
and there was not the slightest doubt that they had 
looked forward to a Jewish State in Palestine.

Sin,—There is one aspect of the problem of 
our —— children that could be solved without 
much difficulty if British Jewry were ready to make 
the required effort. It is the aspect that is asso- 
ciated with conversionit activity among these 
children, or with the misguided attitude of devout 
Christian foster-parents in whose many of 
these refugees are being reared. 

The main difficulty which this Question presents & that of 
finding Jewish homes of hostels for the boys and e@irls com 
cerned. But the fact is that this difficulty cowld be over- 
come if we had our cyes open and were ready to make use 
of the facilities which do exist

children that arrived from the Continent some five of we 
years ago there were many infants who will by now have 
reached a suitable age for admission to such homies It @ 
indeed distressing to find that the maifitenance of these 
institutions 6 becoming more and more difficult because of 
the paucity of the numbers attending them. and the conm- 
sequent rise per capita of the cost of the pupils maintenance. 
while in reality the schools or hostels could be filled with 
suitabic alumni if the authotities responsibic for the 
welfare of the refuece children would make a diliecnt search 
for suitable candidates to be sent to these institutions 

Years of cxperience have convinced me that the louder the 
complaints about the attitude of conmversioniets and others 
in regard to our refugee children the greater the inddlerence 
displayed by’ the community towards the remedics which 
could be applied and made effective Let me Gucte onc 
striking instance 

When. in 1938. we in Scotland succeeded. with the help 
of the London authoritics, in establishing 
and waining school for refugee children a1 Whittimechanic 
House (the scat of the late Lord Balfour) there was ercat 
cnthusiasm in the community. and there was a Oroepect of 
some 200 hows and girts being trained for the life of 
tural workers in Palestine and cisewherc. and some of us 
who had the privilege of looking after the metitution were 
convinced that our cfflorts would be rewarded tf an ever- 
growing success The results achieved had indeed caceeded 
ow expectations. but we were soon confrented hy finarctal 
probiems.afid matcrial anaicty which it was bcyond our powers 
to solve. When some three years later the Edinburgh C ommitice 
decided to save what could still Be saved of the school. hy 
transferring i to semalcer premises and cetabiushing as 
‘Potton House Farm School” in Lasswagic,. near Edinburgh 
we were hopeful that the continucd existence of the whoo 
was thereby secured. and indced we have every reason to he 
gratified at the results far actheved For not only are 
the education. training, cauiopment. and Jewish uphringing of 
the children fully secured. but the achievements of some 


of the individual pupils arc refiecting real credit on the com- 
munity. Some of the former alamni of the school have even 
achieved distinction in the British Army. white others 4

But alas. the probiem has returned and the survival of 
the Farm Schoo! is again scriously threatened. merciy 
some of the 4* children now under our care have reached 
the age of 18 and are about to leave. and there are no 
children forthcoming. to take their places 

if the authorities concerned will not come forward within 
the next few weeks to send ait ictast a Goren chikiren to 
Potton Mouse. the cost. per head of looking after the younger 
children will become prohibitive. the Government and the 
National Council for Refugees will. in all probability 
draw their erants. and the whole scheme will collapac And 
if this happens.

France to<dlay is m a 
far different position from what she was in Novem- 
ber, 1943, when she was virtually compelled to 
accemt the fait accompli of Syrian and Lebanese 
independence. 
liberated, a Provisional Government has been 
created, France has re-entered the war, and above 
all. she has concluded a firm alliance with Russia, 
whose Middle East interests have also been con- 
siderably sharpened recently. With her sovereignty 
regained, France is beginning to feel 
resentful and jealous over the remaiming vestiges 
of her authority. 

That the Pan-Arab leaders realise this mew 
portent of Opposition to their long-sought “ auto- 
nomous unity” may be seen from the fact that 
the principal issue at the talks scheduled for nexi 
week will be France's fresh approach to her 
position in the Levant. 


King Farouk and the Caliphate 


The second factor, as stated above, is the Royal 
meeting at a Red Sea port late in January. There 
is Egyptian clericalist support for Farouk's, 
desire to become the Caliph of Islam, which would 
give their country the spiritual leadership of and 
immense prestige in the enure Moslem world. 
But Ibm Saud is presented as a serious rival to 
that ambition, although as a Wahabi believer— 
regarding all other Mosiem sects as insufficiently 
orthodox and not puritanical ecnough—he probably 
would not be acceptable to the Sunni and Shute 
Moslems in the Middle East and North Africa. 

The Turkish Caliphs ruled the great Ottoman 
Empire by force of military might rather than by 
any inherent spiritual qualities of religious leader- 
ship. But the day is obviously long past when 
any Moslem ruler can hope to achieve sovereign 
control over the former Ottoman imperial terri- 
tories through the force of conquest. Any assump- 
tion of the Caliphate must develop through the 
good will of the rank and file of Islam. 

Yet even assuming that King Farouk and Ibn 
Saud were to work out some arrangement concern- 
ing the Caliphate, there would still be the Hashe- 
mite House ta, reckon with. Both the Emir 
Abdullah of Transjordan, thd senior member of 
the Hashemite Dynasty, and Emi Abdul Ilah 
of Iraq, grandson of the late King Hussein of the 
Hedjaz, regard Ibn Saud as the usurper of their 
kingdom. It was he who captured Mecca and 
Medina (Islam's holy cities), vanquished King 
Hussein, and caused him to go into exile, where 
he eventually died. Neither Abdullah nor Abdul 
Iiah would concur in any arrangement in which 
Ibn Saud would play the dominating rdéle, nor 
would they bring their respective territories, Trans- 
jordan and Iraq, mto the league of Arab States i 
Ibn Saud became a partner. 

Consequently, these complicated realinements 
have focused attention upon what may possibly be 
completely new proposals. Crown Prince Abdu 
liiah this week visited Amman to confer with his 
uncle, Abdullah, upon the possibility of forming 
a federation of Syria, Lebanon, Transjordan, and 
Palestine, with himself—that.is, Abdul Hlah—as 
. temporal leader, thus excluding Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia and leaving it open for Iraq to join later 
if she so desires. :

First Step Towards Anglo-Jewish 
American-Jewish Co-operation 


Professor Brodetsky, President of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies, who has just returned from 
a visit to the United States, told me, in the course 
of an interview (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE: repre- 
sentative) that his first object was to get into touch 
with the leaders of the various Jewish organisa- 
tions to try to secure co-operation in the present 
and post-war Jewish problems in Europe. 

The Jews of the world who could co-operate in 
their present task, said Dr. Brodetsky, were the 
5,000,000 Jews of the United States, the 550,000 
Jews of Palestine, the three-quarters of a million 
Jews living in the British Commonwealth, and 
about half a million Jews in Central and South 
America. This meant that the Jews of America 
constituted about three-quarters of those Jewish 
communities who could join in their present tasks. 
Financially, also, he said, the Jews of the United 
States seemed to be in a good position, and, there- 
ore, the significance of the Jews in the United 
States was of such great importance that any- 
thing one wanted to do must depend upon their 
co-operation’ and leadership. 

“On the other hand,” he went on, “ great 
importance is attached to Anglo-Jewry in the 
United States. Although we are only a small 
Jewry, being less than 400,000 compared with about 
five million in the United States and financially 
not so well situated, neverthelesssour long tradition 
in dealing with Jewish problems; the fact that the 
British Government is one of the great Govern- 
ments upon whom the future of Europe and of the 
world will depend and isthe Government which 
will ultimately be responsible for deciding the 
future of Palestine; and the fact that the Jews of 
Great Britain are represented by one organisation, 
the Board of Deputies, expressing the views of 
Anglo-Jewry before the Government, all these facts 
help to give the Anglo-Jewish community an 
importance in American eyes. 


The American Jewish Conference 


* During my visit to New York I had the oppor- 


tunity of a number of conversations with the main_ 


bodies there. I think that the body which repre- 
sents the overwhelming majority of the Jews of the 
United States is the American Jewish Conference. 
which includes practically every organisation of 
Jews in the Untied States with the exception of 
the American Jewish Committee and .of the so- 
called Labour Committee which left the Conference 
recently im connection with the admission of a 
certain organisation whom they described as com- 
munists into the Conference. Akhough, of course, 
unlike Britain, there is no single body which repre- 
sents the Jews of the United States directly and 
which ts comparable to the Board of Deputies here. 

“| had detailed conversations with the leaders 
of the American Jewish Committee, who were very 
anxious to discuss with me the question of Pales- 
tine. Their attitude is not unlike that of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, the guestion at issue being not 
whether Jews should go to Palestine, but the exact 
political basts of such policy. 1 obviously did not 
desire to engage in any ideological discussions I! 
did not think that at the present moment we Jews 
should spend our time in discussing ideology. Nor 
was | anxious to discuss any internal organisational 
issues, such as, how the Jews in the United States 
should have their views represented. This is a 
matter entirely: for the Jews of the Uniied States. 
What interests me and seems ‘to me to be the most 
important issue at the moment is what bodies are 
in fact active in the present situation and how they 
can combine for the purpose of a common effort.

“| discussed similar matters with the leaders 
of the Canadian Jewish Congress and also with 
representatives of French Jewry and a representa- 
tive of South African Jewry, and 1 believe that it 
should be practicable to work out a scheme for 
such an ad hoc co-operation to become possible. 

“ The discussions which I carried out in the very 
short time I had at my disposal were very ably 
and eflectively supported by Mr. Brotman, the 
Secretary of the Board of Deputies. I believe that 
the first steps have been taken which will lead to 
the kind of co-operation I. have mentioned, and 
| hope that as soon as possible some scheme wil! 
be put out in order to enable the various Jewries 
to join in such effective co-operation.” 

Referring to the serious differences that have 
arisen in- American Zionist circles between Dr. 
Siephen Wise and Dr. Silver, Dr. Brodetsky said 
that while, as a visitor from outside, he was, of 
course, not in a position to deal with such an issue, 
he hoped that means would be found in the near 
future for resolving this very impottant dispute and 
putting the Palestine political work in the United 
States on the best possible basis. 

_ Talking of some of the contacts he made while 
in the States, Dr. Brodetsky said: ** | had an inter- 
esting conversation with the British Ambassador 
and | met the head of the War Refugee Board. 
also had the opportunity of talking to a number 
of important persons in the American Administra- 
tion, with whom I discussed various Jewish prob- 
lems. The subject of Palestine, very naturally, took 
a leading part in those talks.” : 

_ He had also addressed some important gather- 
ings. But his stay was so short and he had had 
to visit both Washington and Canada for political 
and other purposes, so that it had not been 
possible for him to address many public gather- 
ings. But he had spoken at a considerable number

A vote of censure was moved against Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen—but was defeated—when he presided 
at a meeting of the Council of the Uniied Syna- 
gogue last week at Woburn House, for his ruling 
that discussion on the prestige and authority.

Mr. Frank Samuel moved that, in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Executive Com- 
mittee, the Council should appoint Rabbi Dr, 
Julius Jakobovits as a full-time Dayan and Rabbi 
Morris Swift as paft-ime Dayan, the latter to 
combine his duties with those of his present office 
as Minister of the Brixton Synagogue. 

He would like to say one word, added Mr. 
Samuel, regarding their earlier intentions which 
were brought before the Council. The suggestion 
had been that Rabbi Harris Swift should be 
appointed Registrar of the Beth Din. But when it 
became apparent that the staffing of the Beth Din 
would have to be considered On a proper basis, 
owing to the retirement-of Dayan Lazarus and 
resignation through illness of Dayan Gollop, it 
was felt that the appointment of two Dayanim 
became essential, and that being so, the appoint- 
ment of a Registrar would have become redundant. 
There was no suggestion of any slight to Rabbi 
Harris Swift. He was giving tremendous service 
to the community and they had m mind at no 
distant date to propose to the Council a further 
direction in which he would be able to render 
even greater service to the community as a whole. 

Mr. F. M. Landau said he heartily endorsed the 
appointments. He then quoted from the agenda 
paper : 

“ . . the Executive Committee recommend the Council to 
make these appointments. which they belicve will enhance the 
prestige of the Beth Din and of the community at this time, 
when the solution of the many difficultics that lic ahead calls 


for enthusiasm, understanding, and collaboration on the part 
of all.” 


lt was essental, he continued, that there be a 
proper appreciation on the part of the community 
that, when a particular Jew was summoned by the 
Beth Din, the summons be not ignored. It was 
essential not only. out of courtesy to the Beth Din 
whose prestige was being enhanced but also out of 
derech eretz on the part of the particular Jew. 


Vote of Censure Moved 


Sir Robert called Mr. Landau to order, insisting 
that he could allow discussion only on the question 
of the new appointments. Mr. Landau tried to 
insist that he was speaking on a matter included 
in the agenda, but Sir Robert reaffirmed his rul- 
ing, and then Mr. Landau moved*his vote of 
censure on the chair. Mr. B. B. Lieberman 
seconded. He and other speakers on. similar lines 
were successively called to order 

Mr. Jacques Cohen then suggested deferment 
of the appointments, even though he approved of 
them, until the position of the authority of the 
Beth Din was clarified.

* That in any case where the termination of such a 
iemporary appointment occurs by reason of the operation 
of the Standing Order and the officer whose appointment is 
so terminated has not yet another appointment. the Exccutive 
Committee (or the Hon. Officers of the U.S. on their behalf) 
be and are hereby authorised to arrange for a special grant 
equivalent 16 two months’ salary.” 

Owing to the misgivings which had been widely 
expressed, he said, the hon. officers had _ given 
further consideration to the question, and they had 
a proposal by which they felt that the vital prin- 
ciple could be protected while at the same time 
the inconvenience to the man that would be caused 
by the methods proposed could be obviated. Their 
suggestion was that no person should be eligible 
as a candidate for election or appointment to a 
permanent ministerial office at any Synagogue if he 
should Rave held temporary office within two years 
of the permanent vacancy arising. That would 
enable temporary officers to carry on indefinitely 
at a Synagogue if they were not proposing to seck 
election for the permanent office when it arose in 
that particular Synagogue. 

Mr. Isaac Landau objected, saying this was out 
of order, and the Chairman agreed, explaining that 
he was merely trying to shorten the procedure, with 
the consent of the Council, 

Mr. Landau then moved an amendment asking

JUDAISM IN THE MODERN WORLD 
A New “ Charter” Suggested - 


Mr. M. H. Farbridge gave the first of ‘the 
resumed lunch-hour lectures—organised by the 
Joint Emergency Committee, Jews’ College Union 


Society. and Bachad—at Woburn House last week, 
wheh he spoke on “Judaism in the Modern 
World.” 

What was the cause, asked Mr. Farbridec. of 
the debacle of Judaism in our own community? 


We had not had the right type of lay leaders. We 
had had many men who had taken a keen interest 
in Jewish affairs, but they had not understood 
Jewish léarning nor Jewish spiritual valucs. They 
had reduced Judaism to certain philanthropic 


instruments. 

But, he continued, had. our Jewish teachers 
helped us? He was afraid not. We in the Eng!) 
speaking world. had not yet succedeed in produc! 
an outstanding theologian who could give | 
synthesis of Jewish thought. People said the great 
thing we needed was education. But whai did we 
mean by that? We needed a new charter with 
which to come forward and he suggested we sivod 
for the following: 

(1) That the term J_wish race had no meanime 
apart from the Jewish faith; that which had icpt 
us alive and could continue to do so were the 
a basic principles of Judaism—God and the 

orah.

(2) We had to emphasise to ourselves and ‘o ‘he 
world that it was just because. we persisted as @ 
separate and unabsorbed community in. the © hris- 
tian and Mosiem worlds, and maintained our con- 
tinuity with the Israel of the past, that we were 
enabled not only to preserve our heritage but also 
io make further contributions to religious thought. 

(3) We had to emphasise the amazing vitalily ©! 
the Jewish spirit which inculcated in its adhereots 
a certain love for scholarship and an attachment 
to learning. 

(4) There was a necessity for expressing Judaism 
in the terminology of the age. 

(5) The significance of Eretz Yisrac! was 
that it should take its place as a spiritual ccnire 
instead of the central authorities which exercised 
their power and fixed the norm of Jewish practice 
im the past. Pe 

Speaking of the social aspects of Ju@aism, Mr’. 
Farbridge said that modern idealism differed ‘rom 
the idealism of past ages in that it was radical, 
Striking at the roots of things. In his opinion, 
Judaism could not and dared not identify itsell 
with any particular form of social philosophy. 
What Judaism could and must do was to spiritual 
ise them all. They had to emphasise that even the 
best form of society would never satisfy the 
intimate yearnings of man’s heart. |

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WAR CRIMES 


Dr. F. R. Bienenfeld: spoke on “ The Jewish 
Aspect of War Crimes” ai a joint meeting last 
week of the Institute for Jewish: Learning and thé 
Anglo-Palestinian Club at 43, Great Windmill 
Street, Dr. L. Zelmonovits presided. 

The speaker said that ihe specifically Jewish 
aspect of war crimes was that the Jews, even 
though they did not take any stand against Nazism, 
were persecuted because they were Jews. 
second aspect was that the extermination of Jewry 
was one of the foremost aims of Nazism. 

From the legal point of view it was a conspiracy 
against the whole community, and so Jews should 
not be satisfied with the indictment of any person 
because he murdered a human being who by 
chance was a Jew, since the crime was only one 
link in the whole chain. The conspiracy against 
the whole Jewish ople had to be taken into 
account since the Nazis wanted to exterminate only 
the Jews. 

Another question raised by the speaker was 
whether the laws constitutionally passed in any’ 
country could be crimes. The peculiarity of the 
Nazis was that the laws they passed were in them- 
selves crimes—the Nuremberg laws, for instance. 

The problem of sovereignty was involved, 
whether there were mternational rules or laws of 
humanity which were superior to municipal or 
national laws. Would any Government of the 
future, if ‘it should introduce laws similar to the 
Nuremberg laws, be regarded as criminal by the 
international organisation to be set up? This was 
an important question on which the War Crimes 
Commission itself was divided. Even some 
Governments were reluctant to take up a definite 
attutude. 

Dr. Bienenfeld quoted the terms of feference 
from the Hague Convention of 1906 which showed 
that laws of humanity were in existence. He also 

yinted out that crimes committed by the Nazis 

tween 1933 and 1939 were not to be considered 
as war crimes; Only crimes committed in the 
occupied countries and within the period of 
occupation could be treated as war crimes. There- 
fore, crimes committed by Germans against 
Germans, as, for example, those against German 
Jews, could not be considered war crimes. 

Dr. Bienenfeld gave the instance of a train 
loaded with Jewish deportees from Germany to 
Poland: . Half the Jews died before the train 
crossed the frontier. These were not war yictims. 
Their murder bad taken place in Germany. The 
others who died were victims in occupied terri- 
tory. Their death was regarded as a war crime. 
[hus the one crime was divided into two parts. 

The British Government had now come to the 
conclusion that the crimes committed by the 
Germans, especially against German Jews, should 
be punished, but not as ‘war crimes. 

From the Jewish point of view this attitude 
was unsatisfactory. They wanted it to be on record 
that since Hitler waged war against the Jews from 
ihe beginning of 1933, then the crimes against them 
were. war crimes. 

It had been: said that criminal lawse could not 
be made retrospective. This was contrary to 
justice. Therefore the Jews stressed that the law 
of humaniy should be enforced.

The Fight Against Anti-Semitism

Sin,—The leader in your last issue was, 
1 takayt, in support of the Defence Fund Appeal. 
} properly praised the work of the Defence 
Commitike, but in my opinion completely clouded 
a simple Ysue by tacking on it an argument in 
favour of what you call “ a Committee of } xperts.”" 
to study every aspect, psychological, economic, etc., 
of the anti-Semitic phenomenon, to get down [to 
the roots of the disease. ; 

The analogies with which you support your argument in 
fact contradict it. The Government appoints ad Aec com- 
muttices tO consider ad hoc problems. Critics of the Govern- 
ment say there is apparently no long-tanec policy for most 
probiems, but I will not pursue so vuinerable a debating 
point Is it seriously suggested that the reasons for anti- 
Semitism—-pre-Christian in origin—are not fully known by 
now, and that any committee of experts can discover anything 
new after the innumerable works on every aspect of the 
subject and to which you make no reference’ Above all. 
‘8S really imagined that the conclusion it would arrive at 
would in many cases be accepted” 

It would not be surprising if one of these conclusions 
would be that political Zionism has contributed to an increase 
iN anti-Semitism-—this would probably be only one conclusion 
which would make us bitterly regret that we ever indulged in 
the pet Government device of evading difficult issues—by 
setting up a Commission 

{ am not, in principle. opposed to any steps that might 
help in this work. Research might produce additional. but 
not new, data. The best remedy for anti-Semitism docs not 
lie there You criticise the Defence Committce because it 
acts ad hoc, but so is much of che anti-Semitism it meets. 
And why is it assumed that the Committee has not plans 
to meet the systematic exploitation of racial hatred, should 
it arise’ 

| protest against the continued criticism of German Jewry. 
Is it really believed that a committee of experts could have 
halted the career of Adolf Hitler, or the rise of the National 
Socialist Party? It is true enough that Germany showed 
that asemmilation is no defence against anti-Semitism, but 
Tsarist Russia and pre-war Poland showed cqually that 
orthodoxy. is of little avail. 

German Jewry, so fac from being-a source of pity in the 
Dast, was a source of pride and produced some of the greatest 
men in the history of the Jewish community. And why is no 
reference made to the United States, that paradise of the 
psychologist and the expert? There anti-Semitism has been 


‘subjected to every form of investigation and numerous 


organisations, Jewish, Christian-Jewish, and wholly Christian, 
are devoted to fighting it and yet, as I know from very recent 
knowledge, it flourishes like the ercen bay tree in that land 
of the free. 

“A committee of experts,” at its best. will only be com- 
piementary to the direct work of fighting anti-Semitism— 
there is no royal road to the solution of this 2,000-year-old 
problem. I think that the greatest factor-——perhaps the only 
factor——that will ever make for its elimination will be the 
recognition that civilisation does mot mean culture, but 
humanity. 

There is one final aspect of your leader which I reerct. It 
started out to support the Defence Fund Appeal. | The com- 
munity is rich—I could have used a far more unpleasant 
word—with s who evade their financial res ibilities 
towards communal needs. You have furnished > sn with a 
first-class excuse, for they will now delay any support to the 
Defence scheme unti] at the Greek Calends a “* commitice 
of experts" will have discovered the reasons, apparently 
still unknown to us, of the phenomenon of anti-Semitism.

THE WISE-SILVER 
CONTROVERSY 


Slashing Attack on Dr. Goldstein 


TAMMANY METHODS ALLEGED 


Rabbi Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, who was political 
head of the American Zionist Emergency Counc! 
till he was deftly elbowed out a few weeks ago. 
has issued a long statement in reply to Dr. Israel 
Goldstein's statement on the controversy which 
arose in the Council and which resulted in Dr. 
Silver's resignation. 

It will be recalled that the trouble came to a 

d in connection with the shelving, at the sug- 
gestion of the Department of State, of the Congres- 
sional resolutions in favour of a Jewish Palestine 
which had the sympathy of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. It appears that while the 
leaders of the two Congressional Committees were 
anxious to press forward with the Palestine reso- 
lution in Congress, the Department oi State were 
urging postponement. The Zionist Emergency 
Council decided to send Dr. Silver and some col- 
leagues to seck an interview with Mr. Stettinius, the 
Secretary. of State, to press for the progress of the 
resolution. - When they saw the Secretary they 
learnt that Dr. Silver's co-chairman, Rabbi Stephen 
Wise, had already telegraphed to the Department 
of State a message designed to torpedo the eflorts 
of his colleagues: 


The Fatal Telegram 

“When we finally got to Mr. Stettinius on 
December 4.° Dr. Silver's statement declares. 
“we were shown, right at the outset, that fatal 
telegram of Dr. Wise which was dispatched with- 
out the’ knowledge of either Senator Wagner or 
myself and without any authorisation from. the 
Council on the very eve of our interview, a fele- 
gram which was calculated to nullify the effective- 
ness of our mission to the Secretary of State. This 
telegram which in so many words told the. Sccre- 
‘tarv of State. and through him the President, that 
Dr. Wise and many of his associates would readily 
and without protest accept their decision with 
reference to the resolution, broke the. back of the 
entire effort which the Council had. resolved to 
make in order to change the mind of -the Siate 
Department and of the President. Our only hope 
lay in persuading Mr. Stettinius, and through him, 
the President, that the entire Zionist Movement 
and the entire +»Jéwish people. of America were 
solidly united in demanding action on the resolu- 
tion which had been hanging fire tor over. 10 
months. and that their hopes, which had _ been 
raised so high by all that had transpired during the 
year, would be dashed to the ground if it became 
known that the President imsisted on a second 
deferment Dr. Wise’s telegram,. which was sent 
from Pittsburgh at the tume of the sessions of the 
American Jewish -Conference, and presumably 
with the knowledge of Dr. Goldstein, deliberately 
wrecked this effort and torpedoed the resolution 

“ Dr. Goldstein has another serious lapse ol 
memory. On December 5, be sent the following 
telegram to every member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee: ‘We earnestiy -urge you 
report out favourably Palestine Resoiution for 
adoption by present Congress. Your Com- 
mittee’s favourable action would be deeply appre- 
ciated as fulfilment President's magnificent message 
to last Zionist Organisation Convention and 
overwhelming American opinion as expressed 
recently in beth party platforms.’ 

“ Why did Dr. Goldstein violate the * unanimous 
decision °. of the Emergency Council in urging 
Senators to act on the resolution when he knew 
full well that no * green light” had been given 
lf Dr. Silver. is guilty of a breach of discipline, 
what about Dr Goldstein? But the genyeman was 
playing safe! If the resolution passeg he wouid 
share in the credit. If-it failed—whf, he would 
see to it that the failure would all be blamed on 


. Dr... Silver. 


Vient Into Reverse 


“ And: having sent this telegram, why did he 
appear in Washingion 48 hours laier to urge the 
eame Senators not to pass the resolution? 

‘ And having come to Washington to persuade 
ihe Senators not. to. pass the resolution, why did 
he permit himself to Je persuaded by me mvt to 
carry out his mission? Instead, he and the other 
members of the committee went to Mr. Siecttimius 
to tell him that the Zionists were nol pressing tol 
the resolution but that the pressure came trom the 
Senate Committee itself (which, of course, Was the 
truth). Is Dr. Goldstein unwilling ever to assumic 
responsibility for what he does, or says, Or writes - 
Is the fault always that of someone else? 

“ Dr. Goldstein again has a convenient lapse ol 
memory when he fails to mention that at the Execu- 
tive of the Emergency Council which met in Wash- 
ington on Monday morning, December 11 (and 
which by the way was the only authorised meeting 
of the Emergency Council since the meeting on 
November 21—the other meetings of December 7 
and 9 being rump meetings called by Lr. Wise in 
contravention of the clear provisions of the consti- 
tution) it was agreed that nothing be done to inier- 
fere with the passage of the resolution on which 
the Foreign Affairs Committee was to act that very 
afternoon, but instead Mr. Stettinius should be 
asked to issue a statement that his appearance 
before the Senate Committee did not indicate a 
change of attitude on the part of the President. 
Nothing was to be said to Mr. Stettinius abouts 
deferring the Palestine Resolution. Dr. Wise and 
Dr. Goldstein concurred on this, and | joined in 
-the delegation to Mr.. Stettinius with that under- 
standing and only on that basis” 

Dr. Silver makes it plain that his resignation 
was prompted eventually by the refusal of the 
Emergency Council to accept his suggestions for 
reorganisation. There is no doubt that Dr. Silver 
feels also that he was seriously and deliberately 


misied by a memorandum ‘passed to him by Dr.

Wizo’s Care of Child Refugees 


A lantern lecture was given by Mrs. Bertha 
Weingreen, of Dublin, on “ Palestine Welcomes the 
Child Refugees.” at the Anglo-Palestinian Club 
last week, under the agis of the London Propa- 
ganda Committee of the Federation of Women 
Zionists. Mrs. B. H. Goldburgh presided. 

Mrs. Wetmgreen showed the part women had 
played in the building up of the Jewish Homeland 
and of the care that ts taken over the physica! and 
mental welfare of the children. She showed, too, 
slides of the agonised looks and emaciated cond:- 
tion of the child refugees on their arrival in Pales- 
tine and the miraculous transformation that has 
taken place after even a short while.

Weingreen, that a child who had been taken to 
a Wizo Home im_a condition of stark terror, of 
complete rebellion against human companionship, 
of suspicion of a grown-up person, could in the 
short space of but a few wecks begin to show 
the signs of normal childhood. It was a wonder- 
ful tribute to the humane work of the Wizo nurses 
that after some weeks of painstaking and loving 
care, laughter and cheerfulness appeared on the 
faces of their young charges.

Why He Fights the A.J.A. 


A meeting entitled “ North London Communal 
Conference ” was held last Sunday at Zion House, 
Cazenove Road, N.16, when a resolution. was 
passed endorsing the statement of policy on Pales- 
tine of the Board of Deputies, and condemning 
the Anglo-Jewish Association for presenting its 
own memorandum on the same subject to the 
Government, 

Mr. J. Harris, the Chairman, said that it was 
not a Zionist conference, the proof being that they 

representatives there of all Jewish mstitutions 
in North London. It was stated that 23 bodies 
(Synagogues, Zionist Societies, Youth Societies, 
and Freendly Societies) were represented thro 
151 delegates. It was not stated who convened t 
so-called conference. 


Mr. A. Richtiger, a Vice-President of the Zionist | 


Federation, and Mr, L. Bakstansky, General Secre- 
lary of the Zionist Federation, were the speakers. 

Mr. L. Bakstansky said now was a time for 
bold decisions, for a good sound poucy, rather 
than incantations about unity. At the end of the 
war there would be a remnant of Jewry and the 
question was which policy was best calculaied to 
provide a speedy solution, a speedy absorption of 
the Jews who would remain in Evrope into Pales- 
tune. It was on the answer to that question that 
our fate depended. And we had to remember that 
lime was not on our side. As a British Royal 
Commission said in 1937, the next decade or two 
woud determine whether Palestine was t© be a 
predominantly Jewish or predominantly Arab 
country. Unity was a side issue. 


The Alternatives 


There were two alternatives for Palestine. One was a 
Mandatory regime, which meant somebody cise doing the 
job for us. The experience of the past 25 years sugecsted 
that the Mandatory system had failed, mainly for two reasons. 
First, in a country with two races the tendency of the 
Mandatory was to sit on the fence and act as an arbitrator. 
The conception of the Mandatory had been that his fenction 
Palestine was to hold the rcins equally and mipartially. 
Hf ome year, or for a few years, a large Jewish immigration 
was permitted, then in the next period the Mandatory would 
fecl it its duty to do justice to the Arabs It was a 
constant weighing of the scales, a static approach in a country 
which could only develop in the light of a dynamic force. 
The second reason was that Palestine was too small a country 
t©® warramt the creation of a special civil service, and. none 
Put a special civil service would have fitted into the needs 
of the country. In the absence of such a special civil service 
they had the Colonial Service governing, a service which 
was accustomed to ruling natives and which had a terminology 
which sought to preserve the sfalus quo ; 

\ Jewish State or Jewish Commonwealth was the sole road 
for a large-scale Jewish immigration into Palestine. lt was 
m good saying they were in favour of large-scale Jewish 
mmmigratiion unicss they were also in favour of the means 
whereby mn could be achicved. Only a State was caquipped 
with adequate powers to receive a laret-scalc immigration, 
and a Jewish State or Commonwealth was, in their belicf, 
the royal and only road to an understanding with the Arabs 
The demand for a Jewish State was also justified by the 
developmen of the Yishuv. Here they had a ‘Jewish State 
de facto but denied recognition. deprived of real powers.

HISTADRUT CONFERENCE 
Six Days’ Discussions 


The sixth Conference of the General Federation 
of Jewish Labour (Histadrut Haovdim) was held 
in Tel-Aviv last week. It lasted six days. — 

The first session was devoted to honouring the 
memory of the late Berl Katznelson, Mr. Z, Ruba- 
shov culogising him for an hour-and-a-half. 

Mr. David ay General Secretary, reported 
on the achievements of the Histadrut.during the 
last three years. Fifty-one new agricultural settle- 
ments had been established during this period, he 
stated. The war efort of Palestine Jewish Labour 
was illustrated 7 the fact that 18,000 members of 
the Histadrut enlisted in the Forces. The Federa- 
tion also contributed 35 per cent. of all donations 
to the War Needs Fand. The number of indus- 
trial workers had increased from 25,000 before the 
war to 50,000. 

Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, spoke on “ The Outiook for the 
Future.” He urged the floating of a big loan 
to finance the immediate immigration of one 
million Jews from Europe, regardless of whether 
or no the prospective immigrants were Zionists. 
He further suggested that a united Chalutz organi- 
sation be established in Europe. 

Discussing internal matters, Mr. Ben-Gurion said 
the Histadrut must embrace all Jewish workers in 
the country, including the Revisionists, Poale Miz- 
rachi, and Poale Agudat Israel. 

The terrible plight of the remnants of European 
Jewry was described by Mr. Eliahu Dobkin, Direc- 
tor of the Jewish Agency Immigration Department, 
in the course of a report on immigration problems. 
He estimated that between 1,000,000 and 1,250,000 
Jews were left in Europe outside Russia, 60 per 
cent of whom were actually starving. To feed them 
a sum of £20,000,000 would be required annually. 

While 80 per cent of the surviving Jews were 
clamouring for emigration to Palestine, Mr. 
Dobkin continued, they were faced with a situa- 
tion where only 1,300 certificates were left out of 
the last immigration schedule and no new schedule 
had yet been forthcoming. 


Eye-Witness from Poland 


The high-light at one session was a report by a 
young girl, a member of the Jewish partisans’ 
headquarters in Poland, who had fought against 
the Germans during the last three years and arrived 
in Palestine a month ago. Speaking in Yiddish, 
she gave a stirring account of the heroic. feats 
and the great sacrifices of the Jewish underground 
fighters. ? 

Another report described the terrible. plight of 
Hungarian Jewry. 

Mr. Hershel Frumkin outlined the great possi- 
bilities of developing Jewish agriculture and imdus- 
try and appealed to the Jewries of Britain, America, 
and South Africa to speed up . agricultural 
colonisation. 

Mrs. Goldie Myerson reported on a problem mat 
has aroused much controversy among Palestine 
Labour, namely, that of the use of hired labour 
in the co-operatives ,of the Histadrut. This prac- 
tice, it was contended in many quarters, threatened 
to convert the co-operatives imto ™ capitalistic 
enterprises.” There are at present 1,200 hired 
thousand co- 
operatives. Mrs. Myerson’s demand that hired 
labour be immediately .abolished as contrary to 
the ideals and principles of the MHiustadrut was 
unanimously adopted without a debate, 

A proposal of far-reaching importance. for the 
future development of the Histadrut was adopted 
by the Conference when it voted for the reorgani- 
sation of the Federation on the basis of country- 
wide trade unions. This decision was taken by a 
majority of 221 to 77 votes. 

A resolution was adopted demanding the open- 
ing of the gates of Palestine for the mass immi- 
gration of Jews, in the first place children. It also 
demanded that the Jewish Agency start a housing 
scheme on a large scale for this purpose. 

By a majority of 237 votes, the .Conference 
decided to establish a united Chalutz organisation 
for work in the Diaspora and to dispatch special 
instructors, including a number of representatives 
of the religious Chalutz Movement, to Europe. 
This was strongly opposed by Hashomer Hatzair, 
and the spokesman of the group, Mr. Meir Yaari, 
announced that the decision compelled them to 
“ conduct their work underground.”

JERUSALEM METROPOLIS OF

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CHIEF RABBIS RE-ELECTED 


Dr. Herzog’s Appeal to the 
Nations 


Forty-two Rabbis and 38 laymen chosen by the 
Vaad Leumi and Jewish Communities throughout 
the country assembled in Jerusalem last week to 
elect a Chief Rabbinate of eight members, includ- 
ing the two Chief Rabbis. The present Chief 
Rabbinate was elected eight years ago and its 
term of office expired in 1942 but was extended 
by the Palestine Government because of the war. 

Chief Rabbi Dr. Herzog and Chief Rabbi Usiel 
were unanimously re-elected with acclamation. The 
newly-clected members of the Chicf Rabbinate are 
Rabbis Wolkovsky, Frank, and Clemen for the 
Ashkenazim, and Rabbis Joseph Levy, Jacob Das, 
and Hiskiahu Shabbetai for the Sefardim. 

Rabbi Moshe Ostrovsky, Chairman of: the Elec- 
‘oral Committee, opened the meeting. Mr. Isaac 
Ben-Zvi. President of the Vaad Leumi, greeted 
the assembly on behalf of the Knesset Israch and 
appealed to the members to voice the demand for 
the creation of a Jewish State. - The District Com- 
missioner, Mr, James H. H. Pollock, conveyed the 
greetings of the Palestine Government. Rabbi Metr 
Berlin, President of the World Mizrachi, appearing 
in public for the first time after seven months of 
serious illness, extended greetings on behalf .of his 
organisavion, 

Chief Rabbi Dr. Herzog, in an address, reports 
the J.T.A., appealed fo al! nations. to right the 
wrong done to the Jewish people and to save at 
feast its remnants by abolishing the White Paper, 
opening the doors of Palestine, and immediately 
establishing the Jewish State. ,

A LAUGHABLE.. BROADCAST 
Miss Stark is Badly Informed 


A good deal of quiet amusement has been caused 
locally by the contents of a reproduction in the 
local Press of an Arabic talk which Miss Freya 
tark gave in the B.B.C. Arabic programme 
recently (writes our Jerusalem correspondent). In 
this talk she stated, among other things, that the 
Arab peoples had achieved great political maturity 
and development lately, that there was much greater 
knowledge of the Arab case among the British 
public than in the past IS years, as compared 
with America at present, that the Transjordan 
Forces fought alongside the Allied Armies, and that 
10,000 Palestinian Arabs who volunteered for the 
British Army fought in the Greek campaign in 
1941. 

Although her talk was intended for all Arab 
peoples in the Middle East, actually she voiced 
only one Arab demand-——that advanced by Palestine 
Arabs. While discussing the changed British atti- 
tude to the Palestine Arabs, however, she did not 
specify: exactly what that change was. ‘What she 
failed to point out in her talk to the Arabs was 
that progressive opinion among the British has 
not changed, and if anything has more greatly 
developed its sympathy towards the Jewish Pales- 
ime cause and that there is a fundamental diver- 
gence of views between Britain and America (as 
indicated by the programmes of the major United 
States political parties) over Palestine’s constitu- 
tional future.

POLICY OF GRADUALNESS 
Dr. Weizmann on Building up the 
Jewish State 


The view that the way to the Jewish State led 
through constant practical day-to-day work in land 
redemption and colonisation was expressed by Dr. 
Weizmann when he visited Mishmar ha’Emek, a 
Hashomer Hatzair settlement, last week. “ The 
main point for us,” he said, “should be yet 
another tree, yet another dunam of land, and more 
poo The total of these will give us the Jewish 
state. 

Speaking of his forthcoming visit to the United 
States, Dr. Weizmann emphasised that it was not 
enough for American Jewry to provide financial 
means only for the building up of Palestine. “ I 
shall also endeavour to establish an American 
Chalutz movement,’ he said. 

When visiting the agricultural school of Pardess 
Hannah, Dr. Weizmann said: “ As a chemist I 
am engaged in finding chemical syntheses, and as 
President of the Zionist Organisation I shall try 
and find a synthesis of all parties in the movement.”

The Tiberias enterprise, he explained, is to be 
run on strictly business lines and the company, 
which has hitherto been engaged in the develop- 
ment of orange groves, has now decided to turn 
its actfvities to the larger field of Palestine urban 
development. 

As a first step in this direction, the company 
has joined forces with important’ Palestinian, 
American, and South African groups for the pur- 
chase of a tract of land on the Poria Plateau, 
which is situated 700 feet above sea level, about 
a mile south of. Tiberias, overlooking the lake of

Professor Sarkisov, head of the Soviet Red Cross 
in Great Britain, who is a non-Jew, said that he 
would like to remind them of what happened just 
over a year ago when Professor Mikhoels and 
Lt.-Col. Feffer were in this country, of the con- 
ference, similar to this one, with the Chief Rabbi 
also in the chair, and of the meetings which took 
place between the representaiives of their organisa- 
tion and Professor. Mikhoels and Lt.-Col, Fefler. 
He had to say that the situation until recently was 
almost the same as it was a year ago. 

A few days ago he had seen the first consign- 
ment of clothes being packed for dispatch and 
he saw that the Federation had started to send 
clothing to the liberated arcas. 

The Professor described some of the appalling 
scenes he had witnessed in Belo-Russia after the 
Nazi retreat. People returned to their homes to 
find nothing but ruins and desolation, and with 
nothing left to them but the last rags they wore. 


Mutilated Children 


He had seen some of the horrible bodily suffer- 
ings of their people. He saw little children-oi 5, 6, 
7, and 8 laid side by side on tables with arms or 
legs hacked off—mutilated bodies—there they lay 
without sufficient clothing or covering. 

Dr. Redcliffe N. Salaman, Chairman of the 
Jewish Committee ‘for Relief Abroad, made a 
powerful-appeal for help. After referring to the 
teams his organisation had already sent out, he said 
that one of the most urgent wants of all was 
clothing. A great difficulty had been transport, 
but this was beginning to be eased a little. 

Dr. Salaman enumerated the chief bodies who 
were already at work on this Clothing campaign. 
He pointed out that when they had some 
eight or nine different bodies it was very necessary 
that they should be co-ordinated to avoid over- 
lapping, That had been the work of the Jéwish 
Committee for Relief Abroad, and they had been 
able to create a central body and, with the help 
of Mrs. Rita Cohen. to establish a central depét 


‘at 1, Wood Street, E.C., to which clothing could 


be sent direct, Besides this depot, each organisa- 
tion had its own station. “ 

In the provinces the work was progressing. New 
Zealand was sending clothmg; Canada had already 
sent a very large consignment to Lublin and now 
Egypt was joining in and small quantities had 
adiready been sent to Greece. | 

They wanted, he said, everyone to look in their 
cupboards and drawers and to see what they could 
spare. - They wanted clothes for tmfants up to 
those of Old age, from vests to overcoats, and from 
hats to boots. | 

Mrs. Rita Cohen asked them to concentrate on 
the warm articles and to see they were in a good 
state of repair, 

Dr. S. Joles (representing the Circle of Dutch 
Jews in England) described conditions in the 
liberated part of Holland.

RED AIR FORCE TO THE 
RESCUE 


How 7,000 Czestochowa Jews 
Were Saved 


Russian aircraft appeared over Czestochowa in | 


the nick of time to prevent the deportation of the 
7.000 Jews still remaining there. it was stated in 
a recent Lublin broadcast. . 

When the present offensive started, the S.S. com- 
mander in charge of the four camps in Czesto- 
chowa, Boden, gave the order to exterminate al] 
Jewish children and to deport all adults. About 
4,000 Jews were deported. The remaining 7,000 
were awaiting deportation on January 16 when 
Soviet aircraft attacked the city, The guards fled 
and the Jews were liberated by the Russian troops 
who shortly afterwards entered the city. i] 

The broadcast added that the ghetto of Ostrowiec 
and all Jewish camps there were liquidated last 
summer. Of those who fled to the forests only 
26 survivors have been found. 

One of the most tragic episodes of the liberation 
is reported from Warsaw. Of the 300 Jewish 
children -found in the ruins of the city, 172 girls 
were in Christian homes, and 91 of them had been 
baptised. These baptised girls have refused to be 
placed under the care of the Jewish community. 

It is reported that 3,000 Jews have been found 
among the 30,000 survivors in Warsaw. 


A commission to fix and receive war indemnities™ 


from Germany for damage caused in Poland during 
the war has been set up by the Polish Provisional 
Government. Dr. Emil Sommerstein, Chairman of 
the Jewish Central Committee in Poland and mem- 
ber of the National Council of Poland, has been 
appointed Chairman of this commission with the 
rank of a Vice-Minister. 

In an articie on the subject, Dr. Sommerstein 
points out that damage caused to Poland’s Jewish 
population alone is estimated at four thousand 
million gold dollars... 

The Provisional Polish Government has issued a 
manifesto to all Polish Jews abroad, declaring that 
it has. 2cr_wed to restore Polish citizenship to all 
those Jews abroad who were  denaturalised by 
former Governments. 

There are hopes that. as many as 80,000 Jews 
may eventually emerge from eg in the districts 
of Lodz, Warsaw, and Cracow, It is known that 
many Jews have been posing as Christians and 
are sull afraid to reveal their true identities. 

Of the 7,000 Jews liberated in the Lublin and 
Bialystok districts, 75 pet cenit were men, 20 per 
cent. women, and only 5 per cent children, 


SURVIVORS IN HUNGARY | 


Addressing the Provisional National Assembly 
in Debrecen, ‘Dr. Gabor Lengyel, President of the 
Hungarian Zionist Organisation, stated that the 
total number of Jews remaining in the liberated 
part of Hungary is about 100,000. The number of 
Jews left in Hungarian territory still occupied by 
the Germans he estimated at 180.000. .It is now 
believed that between 80,000 and 100,000 Jews are 
alive in Budapest. 

Engineer Komoly Krausz, Dr. Siegfried Roth, 
Rafiy Peretz, Hans Brandt, Zvi Goldfarb. Kahan 
Frankl, President of the Orthodox community, ‘and 
Dr. Potoe, leader of the Liberal Jewish community, 
are among the prominent Jews still believed to be 
ahive in Budapest, states -Palcor. 

Despiie the desperate military and _ political 
siuation, the Government of Nazi-controlled 
Hungary still finds time to discuss Jewish matters. 
A bill is to be brought before Parliament by which 
the non-Jewish partner of a mixed marriage will 
have the right to demand a divorce. 


CHIEF OF WAR REFUGEE BOARD 
ON NAZI CRIMES 


Brigadier-Gen. William O'Dwyer, until recently 
a member of the Allied Control Commission in 
Italy, has» been appointed Executive Director of 
the United States War Refugee Board in succession 
to Mr. John W. Pehle. who has resigned to resume 
his post as “Assistant to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Addressing a press conference in Washington, 
the General declared that he planned to press for 
action by the United Nations War Crimes Com- 
mission on Axis crimes against their own nationals. 

Gen. O'Dwyer added that he would urge a clear- 
cut statement by the United States Government 
reiterating President . Roosevelt's warning that 


‘punishment for the persecution of Jews would be 


meted out after the war. He expressed the belief 
that such a statement would lessen the danger to 
Jews still in Nazi hands. : 

In reply to a question, Gen. O'Dwyer said he 
did not know whether the War Refugee Board 
would: continue to function after the defeat of 
Germany, but at present there was plenty to do 
since half a million people’ in danger, mainly 
Jews, were still within German-held territory. 


FOOD FOR JEWS IN NAZI CAMPS 


The Joint Distribution Commiitee has allocated 
$75,000 for food parcels which will be sent from 
Sweden to internees in the concentration camps 
of . Theresienstadt (Terezin), Bergenbelsen, and 
Birkenau, it was announced in New York by*Mr. 
Joseph C. Hyman, Executive Vice-President of the 
Committee, 

_The parcel service from Sweden will be super-

_ JEWS SOLD AS SLAVES 
Profitable German Enterprise 


German documents, captured by the Red Army 
in its victorious advance ‘through, Poland, ang 
voted by the famous Russian Jewish Ilya 
hrenburg, reveal grim details of the way in which 
deported Jews were forced to toil as slaves uni 
they were unfit for further work, and then rub. 
lessly slaughtered. Ehrenburg also discloses {hat 
the Nazi Komissars made considerable personal 
profit by selling Jewish slaves to German cop. 
tractors, 

Von landkomissar of Zbarazh, 
Ehrenburg, supplied German firms with mep 
women, and children. One of his clients ws the 
building firm of Richard Reckmann, of Koiibus. 
In Von Braunsweig’s files the Red Army found a 
letter from Richard Reckmann, dated August 1. 
1942, saying: “ Please send me 300 people. Hei 
Hitler.” 

To Belzhetz, one of the largest death faciories 
in Nazi-occupied Europe, citizens of Zbarazh were 
brought to die. , 

Von Braunsweig said: “We are 
Zbarazh. This is an excellent measure.” 
Buta little later he found they were overdoing 
it at Belzhetz. His own racket was threatened 
Reckmann was asking for workers, and unics, he 
got them he would not pay. 

On December 12, 1942, Von Braunsweig re. 
quested the chief of Tarnopol territory not to send 
quite so-many people to Belzhetz, since “ the las 
‘action ’ (mass extermination) has left the disirict 
with very few hands.” 

On November 16, 1942, the finding of an aban- 
doned year-old infant was reported to Von Brauns- 
weig, who wrote: “ The infant is of female sex, 
probably of Jewish origin, since a Jewess whose 
identity it has not been possible to establish asked 
some peasants to conceal her child the day before.

Redundant Jews Shot 


The chief of the Tarnopol district, Von Garbue, 
co-operated with a German firm named Kremin. 
scrap-dealers. A letter from Von Garbue was 
fo@nd requesting that the dispatch ‘of Jews sold 
to Kremin’s be temporartly postponed. They were 
provided with labels: “Not for immediate: dis- 
patch.” A lithe later Von Garbue ordered 1 
redundant persons to be shot: the firm of Kremin 
had gone out of business. 

The same sort of thing happened at Sanok 
The Stuttgart building firm of Kirchhot -had a 
representative there. This man, an engineer called 
Egelefer, selected from the ghetto 600 adulis and 
100 chiidren. German overseers set them to break 
stones, push wheelbarrows, and work standing up 
to their waists in icy water. Thus they -laboured 
from September 5 to December 15, 1942. Then 
Egelefer looked them over,‘and said: “* They are 
no good for anything more,” and directed them 
to dig pits. In those pits they were buried 

Slaves employed by the German firm at Maind! 
had their footwear examined every week in winter- 
time. Hf their. boots were quite -worn out. they 


were killed, because they could not work without ~ 


boots 

Another profitable Nazi racket was the sale o 
tombstones from desecrated Jewish cemeteries. On 
April 2, 1943, the chief of the building depariment 
of the Galicia region, a German named. Grass, 
made a:request to the chief of the Tarnopo!l dis- 
trict for stones for road repairs. In two Jewish 
cemeteries in the town of Zbarazh there were some 
tombstones that would do, 

The chief of the Tarnopol district sent the 
following reply: “ April 14, 1943. 300-611. The 
landkomissar of Zbarazh agrees to place the tomb- 
stones from the cemeicries at your disposal. How-

the tombstones for other purposes. You must there- 
fore come to an agreement with him as re:

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THE CAIRO TRIAL 
Condemned Awaiting Decision 


The President of the Military Court in Caice 
submitted on Tuesday last to the Prime Minister 
of Egypt, who is also the Military Governor- 
General of the country, a 43-page report contain- 
ing the Court's judgment and 
reasons tor the death sentence passed on Eliahu 
Hakim and Eliahu Benzuri for the murder. of Lord 
Moyne, British Minister Resident in the Middle 
East, and his chauffeur, last November, cables 
our special correspondent in Cairo, 

Counsel for the defence are now, for the first 
lime, entitled to present to the Prime Minister a 
request for the modification of the death sentence. 

Judgment can only be carried owt after the 
sentence has been confirmed by the Military 
Governor, who is empowered to withhold his sanc- 
tion. There is no time limit set for this procedure. 

Chief Rabbi Haim Nahum Effendi forwarded on 

Tuesday to the Egyptian Cabinet a petition trom 
Chief Rabbi. Herzog and Chief Rabbi Usicl o! 
Palestine begging for clemency for the condemned 
youths because of their age. A similar appeal has 
been received by Rabbi Nahum from the chairm.n 
of the American Union of Orthodox Rabbis. 
_ The two youths are. awaiting the final ouicome 
in Catro’s Central Prison, where they are being 
held incomunicado. They occupy adjacent cells, 
but do not meet. Most-of thei time is spent 
in reading, especially the Bible, with intervals for 
exercise. 


ITALIAN CHALUTZIM 


The first group of young Italian Jews will leave 
shortly for Palestine, where they will settle. They 
have attended special training courses organised in 
Rome and Bari by the Central Committee of the 
Zionist.

This new Commission on Migration should be 
set up as a technical body to explore promisin 
areas in the world with a yiew to developing an 
increasing their absorptive capacity, and it should 
co-operate and co-ordinate with other official Inter- 
national Migraiion Agencies already in “existence, 
or those to be brought into existence. 

6. On the Palestine question the Committee 
reaffirmed its previous statements and resolutions, 
including the statement of views of January 31, 
1943, which recommended for Palestine “ an inter- 
national Trusteeship responsible to the United 
Nations, in order to safeguard Jewish settlement 
in, and Jewish immigration into, Palestine, and 
to guarantee adequate scope for the future growth 
and development to the full extent of its economic 
absorptive capacity; to safeguard and protect the 
fundamental rights of all its inhabitants; to safe- 


' guard and protect the holy places of all faiths, and 


to prepare the country to become, within a reason- 
able period of years, a self-governing Common- 
wealth under a Constitution and a Bill of Rights 
that will safeguard and protect these purposes and 
basic rights for all.” 

7. Statelessness and the practice of denaturali- 
sation should be recognised as a condition injurious 
to the existence of the National State, to the 
human community, and to the dignity of the 
human personality. 

8. The American Jewish Committee endorses 
the statement, and urges the adoption and endorse- 
ment of American policy in regard to the punish- 
ment of Axis criminals and their associates made 
on February 1 this year by the Department of 
State through the Acting Secretary of State, Joseph 
Cc. Grew, 

Mr. Grew’s statement calls for ** punishment of 
the German leaders and their associates for the 
responsibility for the whole broad criminal enter- 
prise,’ devised and executed with ruthless disregard 
of the very foundation of Law and Morality, 
including offesices, wherever committed, against 
the rules of war and against minority elements, 
including Jews and other groups and individuals,” 


Report on Year's Activities 


Reporting on the activities of the American 
Jewish Committee during the past year, Mr. Jacob 
Blaustein, of Baltimore, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, declared that the ‘in 
all its work at home and abroad, had emphasised 
the necessity of “ the dignity of the human being,” 
with the aim in view that political, civil, and reli- 
gious equality of the citizens of all lands, regard- 
less of creed or ancestry, shall bé solemnly 
recognised. 

* We do not delude ourselves, however,” said 
Mr. Blaustein, “ mto belicving that even with the 
achievement of that aim, our work will be done. 
Alas! Tragic experience has shown that rights 
granted by charters and treaties are not always 
granted in practice, and that the full and loyal 
implementation of solemn pledges can be assured 
only at the price of eternal vjgilance and continuous 
struggle. To such vigilance and struggle, the 
American Jewish Commutee is- pledged.” 

Mr. George Z. Medalie, reporting as Chairman 
of the Overseas Committee, declared that “as we 
come out of the foxholes and approach the zero 
hour of the Battle for Peace, there must be no 
isolationisp® in our thinking, either as Americans 
or Jews." He said that there are three main areas 
im connection with the.problems that American 
Jewry must face. 

Firstly, as the greatest Jewish communily in 
the world, American Jewry now becomes target 
number one for anti-Semites throughout the world. 
We must protect curselves from any and all 
attempts to create a separation that would divide 
American Jews from other Americans. 

“ Secondly, we must make adequate, long-range 
plans for relief and rehabilitation, and we must 
provide the means necessary for the implemen- 
tation of these plans. : 

“ Thirdly, as an important aspect of the con- 
structive solution of the problems of hundreds of 
thousands of Jews, we must give careful and 
unbiased consideration to the place of Palestine 
as a permanent home for an untold number of 


Jews. 
Mr. Sumner Welles’s Banquet Speech 


Speaking at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel under 
the auspices. of the New York Chapter of the 
American Jewish Committee before a distinguished 
audience,. Mr. Sumner Welles demanded that the 
United “States abandon their “ ivory tower” and 
aid in the creation of an international organisation 
to include an International Bill of Rights ** to secure 
a world in which we can live safely, and extend 
an assurance io suffering peoples that a. better 
world will be established, and world peace will 
be maintained, so that all human beings in the 

ears to come will enjoy the inalienable rights of 
uman freedom.” 

He paid tribute to the recent Declaration of 
Human Rights issued by the American Jewish 
Committee, with 1,326 distinguished Inter-Faith 
Signatories, saying: “* Nowhere has a plan for the 
Protection of human rights been more clearly and 
eloquently formulated than in this Declaration, 
drafted and submitted to the people of this country 
by the American Jewish Committec.”” ; 

In addition to urging an International Bill of 
Rights, Mr. Weiles recommended: 

..“ Palestine must become a National Jewish 
Homeland. It would be my hope that in the 
settlement soon to be reached, an_ International 
Organisation would proffer an International Trus- 
teeship over Palestine, to continue until a final 
solution is obtained. 

“1 further believe in the possibility of a success- 
ful, prosperous and autonomous Commonwealth 

f Palestine. I am equally convinced that no. last- 
ing or constructive solution will be found through 
violence, through force, or through any attempted 
imposition. 

“I fully share the views expressed by that out- 
standing and wise statesman, Dr. Weizmann, when 
he publicly urged the need for a transition period 
after the war, in order to seek by negotiation, and 
Py agreement on the part of all the peoples and 

overnments who have legitimate interests in the 


problem, a solution which will be based on equity, 


but which will, at the same time, satisfy the just | 
aspirations of so ‘many of the Jewish people. j. 


_ 2. “"When an International Organisation is estab- 
lished, unquestionably the existing Inter-Govern- 
mental Committee on Refugees should “be placed 
under the jurisdiction of that organisation, but 
until that time comes, is it too much to urge that 
our Government, and the other Governments asso- 
ciated with it, sce to it that the present committee 
is, first of all, wholly reorganised by the appoint- 
ment to it of vigorous, self-sacrificing, and 
devoted representatives: that it then complete its 
blueprints without further delay; that the com- 
mittee then be granted the necessary authority, 
together with the financial and other material 
resources with which to carry out the provisions 
of such blueprints; and, finally, that the Govern- 
ments responsible for the committee then make 
sure that the work entrusted to it be carried out 
with no further delay.” 

Certainly refugees who have been driven from 
their homes in Europe should be enabled to return 
to them, should they so desire. But, in addition, 
they must be granted all the necessary guarantees 
as to physical safety, once they have gone back. 
They must also be afforded the means of returning ; 
relief until they are able to support themselves: 
and help m finding the way in which they can 
achieve economic security. 


A Square Deal for Refugees 


* Again, it may well at the greatest number 
of refugees will be compris of countless men 4 
and women who have suffered “grievously during 
the war years and who will wish to find new 
homes beyond the seas. Wherever these new 
homes maybe, the refugees must also be given a 
fair chance to recover from the horrors to which 
they have been subjected. : 

“ There are many countries in the New World, 
and in other regions of the earth, which are still 
largely undeveloped. Their Governments realise 
that desirable immigration will be indispensable in 
order to develop what are still often largely un- 
touched sources of national prosperity. 

“1 am confident that this possibility for re- 
settlement offers to these countries as great an 
advantage as it should offer the potential immi- 
grants. But I am equally sure that no satisfactory 
results will be achieved in this field except chrouah 
inter-Governmenial co-operation, voluntary. co- 
ordination of the immigration policies of such 
countries, and supervision by the international: 
organisation. 
Referring to his programme of repatriation in 
Europe for those homeless refugees who wish to 
remain there, and to the programme of reseitle- 
ment in Palestine and elsewhere for those who 
wish to migrate, Mr. Welles. was bluntly critical 
of past Governmental activities in this sphere. 

President Roosevelt never demonstrated clearer 
vision of what was required, nor gave a finer 
indication of the humanitarian instinct by which 

> 8 guided, than when he _ initiated. in 
1938, the creation of the Inter-Governmental 
Commitice for Refugees,” he said. “ That organi- 
sation still exists to-day. Representatives of the 
various Governments participating in it have met 
from time to time to take counsel together con- 
cerning the plans which might later be undertaken 
to cope with the probier presented 


No Time to Lose 


“ As yet, tragicaHy enough, those plans remain 
largely On paper. he hour is indeed very late 
The Governments of the world joined together as 4 
the United Nations, should already, by now, have 
agreed in the fullest detail as to the. teps to. be 
taken by common accord. 

* As the liberation of Europe progressively con- 
tinues, in order that these refugees might be given 
every necessary assistance, an enlightened and 
constructive leadership of the United States as a 
nation is imperatively required. Here again the 
United States must play its full part to see that 
the wrongs of these last years are righted, and 
to make sure that policies in which we believe 
are, in fact, carried out.” 


JEWISH LIFE IN AMERICA 


Chaplain Morton C. Fierman, U.S. Forces, spoke 
on “ Jewish Life in America,” at the North 
Western. Reform Synagogue, Alyth Gardens, 
N.W,11, on Sunday. Mr. H: Lefridge presided 

The speaker said there were five major’ 
Rabbinical Seminaries in the U.S. which prepared 
students for the ministry. There were three maio 
sections of Judaism jin the country: Orthodox. 
Reform, and Conservative. The average student 
body at each of the seminaries was about 60 to. 80. 
All graduates had to study at a seminary. for at 
least four years. 

All ministers of: the three sections, the speaker 
said, were joined together in a Synagogue Council 
as well. as in another organisation which chose 
the Chaplains for the Forces. 

They in America had no Chief Rabbi of any 
group. 

Speaking of Reform Judaisni, the speaker said 
there was. no. distinction between Liberal and 
Reform. The Reform movement was founded by 
Dr. Isaac Meir Wise, and in turn organised the 
Hebrew Union College and the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations which to-day had 400 to 
600 congregations. 

All aspects of communal work were dealt with 

by the Community Councils, which were respon- 
sible for the United Jewish Appeal. 
They had Zionists,. non-Zionists, and anti- 
Zionists, and all the ramifications of the Zionist 
movemem were very well organised. Unfortunately 
he felt they were coming to a point where ail 
those groups were trying to crystallise themselves 
and Judaism was being hurt. 

There are 300 American Rabbis in the Forces 
coming equally from the three main branches of 
Judaism; 35 of them were in the Navy and 
Marines, the rest in the Army and Air Force. 


Of the 26,630 members: of B'nai B'rith and its 
three affiliated youth organisations serving the 
Armed Forces of the U.S.A., 268 have been killed

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HANDS ACROSS THE 
ATLANTIC 


PROFESSOR BRODETSKY, President of the Board of 
Deputies, gives this week, in an interview with a representa- 
tive of this paper, an account of his recent visit to America 
in the interests of British and Americadh Jewish co-opera- 
tion in handling present and post-war Jewish problems in 
Europe. His views will be tread withs interest and not a 
little satisfaction. It is evident that his mission was a 
welcome one to our American coreligionists, who, we are 
told. attach great importance to Anglo-Jewry, and these 
facts in themselves provide heartening encouragement that 
co-operation will be sought in an earnest spirit of realism 
no less than of brotherhood. Professor BropeTsky’s first 
task was, he says, to get into touch with the leaders of the 
various Jewish organisations over there in the pursuit of his 
mission. But his contacts covered a wider field which 
included conversations with, amongst others, the British 
Ambassador and tHe head of the War Refugee Board set 
up by Mr. Roosevetr. In fact, practically all his time 
was devoted to the establishment of those personal contacts 
upon which, as he truly says, so much depends. This was 
good, vital, and, we trust it will prove, fruitful work. Let 
us hope that the former sporadic and infrequent communi- 
cations of Anglo-Jewry with American Jewish communal 
workers will be replaced by something more regular and 


‘thorough, and a real beginning be made with the task of 


securing Anglo-Jewish and American-Jewish* co-operation 
in those phases of post-war reconstruction—and they will 
not necessarily be limited to political and economic 
matters—-in which such co-operation can be most helpful. 
Let also hope that in due course this will be supple- 
mented by closer contacts between both these Jewries and 
the Jews of the third great Ally, Russia. 

PROFESSOR BRODETSKY assures us that he did not desire 
to engage in any ideological discussions during his mission; 
he did not think that at the present moment Jews should 
spend their time in the discussion of ideology. Nor was he 
anxious to discuss any internal organisational issue, ‘such 
as how the Jews in the United States should have their 
views represented. In this attitude he Wes wisely adhering 
to the main purpose of this journey, which was to find 
and foster agreements and not differences—to try, as he 
remarks, to secure cd-operation. Looked at in that way, 
attention will inevitably fasten on what he had te say 
about what he calls hi§ detailed conversations with the 
leaders of the American Jewish Committee, a body of 
JewS§ notable not so much for their nuneber as for their dis- 
tinction and for their influence in the Jewish cause,and whose 
reluctance to countersign the political demands ‘of Zionism 
was never concealed, We are now told that their attitude 
on Palestine is not unlike that of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, the question at issue being not whether Jews should 
go to Palestine but.“ the exact political basis of such a 
policy.” This means that the Committee is prepared for 
maximum Jewish immigration into Palestine, as well as, one 
must assume, for unrestricted land purchase by them. This 
attitude was formally re-endorsed by the Committee last 
week-end at an historic gathering in New York. The 
significance of all this cannot be overlooked or pooh-poohed, 
for it implies that on the vital question of gefting as many 
Jews as possible into Palestine not only does all American 
Jewry see eye to eye, but it is in line with a similarly 
agreed policy on the part of its British coreligionists— 
and that is an immense and solid gain for the Zionist 
cause. The exact “ political basis” of this agreement, no 
doubt, still remains a matter of differing opinions; but it is 
on this point that Professor BRODETSKyY’S statement about 
the inappropriateness on his visit to America of the discus- 
sion of ideology was so timely and apposite. Let us 
develop our area of agreement, not devastate it with 
argumentative obstructions of how and when a Jewish 
State is to be installed. One hopes that this shrewd caveat 
will not be lost on certain Zionists nearer home, and that 
they will realise that the right policy, however right, for 
Zionists should not be utilised as an excuse for a political 
war of aggression on fellow-Jews who may not yet have 
attained to a full Jewish nationalist understanding. 

The field of agreement extends, of course, in fact, much 
further. On such major subjects as anti-Jewish. incite- 
ment and discrimination, restitution of Jewish property in 
liberated lands and compensation for the ghastly Jewish 
suffering under the Nazi heel, and the problem of affording 
the millions of the Stateless, of whom Jews comprise an 
important proportion, some form of national status, as 
well as on other imperative needs proclaimed in the 
American Jewish Committee’s resolutions there is almost if 
not quite complete accord among Jews everywhere. If a Bill 
of Jewish Rights, based on these broad principles, could 
be presented by the British and by the American Com- 
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munities to their respective Governments engaged in the | 


devising of peace settlements, leaving Zionists to make, 
as they will in any case, their specific claims, it would come 
with an influence and a force that would far exceed any 
artificial attempt to pretend to some suBra-national Jewish 

esentation of peace-plans. One feature of such a Bill of 
ewish Rights must be stressed. No detailed proposals 
for its implementation should be attempted, for that would 
only drag it into a quagmire of fatal disagreements and 
differences. The Bill should confine itself to simple prin- 
ciples and to the demand that efficient machinery be put 
into operation to secure the effective dominance of those 

inciples, such as Mr. SUMNER WELLES has called for in his 
atest pronouncement. Ner should any futile attempts be 


_ made to present it in a combined approach; it should be 


urged separatelyto the respective Governments by their 
respective Jewish Communities, if it is to carry its maximum 
weight, and not to invite innate prejudices apd fears. 

Meanwhile, it is of the first importance that the cause 
of American-Jewish and Anglo-Jewish co-operation in the 
enunciation of these principles should be kept alive and 
furthered to the utmost. Professor BRODETSKY suggests 
the formation by the Jews of the United States and Great 
Britain and any other communities who would like to 
join of “an unofficial ad hoc body” for the purpose of 
dealing with the present and post-war problems. The 
wording of this proposal is not clear. It is very doubtful 
whether any additional “ body” for this purpose would 
not prove to be, like previous efforts ostensibly for this end, 
more of disservice to the Jewish cause than of help. What 
is undoubtedly needed is efficient machinery for frequent 
consultations. and regular ahd speedy exchange of informa- 
tion and views between the Jews of the two great demo- 
cracies. Such a process would enrich enormously the 
political wisdom of the participants, would widen perspec- 
tive, obviate-many blunders, and secure «the maximum 
weight of support for the agreed items of policy—and 
agreement, as the result of the operations of such 
machinery, might be far more extensive than many would 
now presume to hope. Such machinery would be trifling in 
cost, requiring nothing from the already well-taxed purses 
of the Jewries in either country. There is no need for a 
new “body” to be formed, to create yet another “ vested 
interest ” in communal activity, to bang drums and blow 
trumpets and waste precious time, energies, and money in 
pompous and utterly ineffective conferences and meetings 
merely to publicise its leaders and to justify its existence and 
the salaries of its princrpal beneficiaries. 

The Amgrican and British Jewish Communities have 
much to give each other in the way of knowledge and 
counsel, and also much to receive. Their genuine collabora- 
tion in this great crisis of Jewish history is as imperative 
and indispensable as the co-operation of the nations of 
which they are part. It may be that we‘have reached a 
great testing hour of Jewish brotherhood, statesmanship, 
and constructive capacity. It would be a _ tragedy of 
tragedies if we were to fail through chasing after highly 
coloured but utterly unpractical and unreal dreams of a 
“ united Jewry,” instead of devoting ourselves to the very 
considerable real and actual possibilities which are open 
to us. 


THE ARAB COMPLEX 


IN view of the comings and goings among Arab potentates, 
and the opening in Egypt next week of yet another meeting 
between Arab politicians on the subject of Arab unity, to say 
nothing of the scaremongering warnings of Sir Edward Spears 
against the dangers of Zionism and French policy in the 
Middle East, the informative dispatch on this subject from our 
Jerusalem Correspondent, which is printed in another page of 
this=igsue, has a timeliness all its own. In a few words, the 
picture of the Arab chieftains, politicians, and peoples as a 
band of brothers pining for fraternal union is debunked, and 
what emerges from our correspondent’s account is really that 
of a complex of rival pretensions, competing schemes, and 
personal enmities and ambitions, intertwined with ancient 


grudges and_religious differences which are so hopeless of 
effective resolution that they are scarcely worth any serious 


Statesman nearer home losing a single hour’s sleep. To take 
just one or two of the points made in the article referred to: 
the Hashemites, the family of the royal houses of Transjordan 
and Iraq, would simply not look at an Arab League in which 
King Ibn Saud of Saudi Arabia was a partner, let alone 
the predominant partner, regarding him, as they do, as a 
usurper and something even more impolite. Another cleavage 
has appeared in the shape of the plan of the boy King of Iraq 
for a federation of-Syria, Lebanon, Transjordan, and Palestine, 
with himself as temporal leader, and his country coming into 
the combination later. From this proposal both Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia would be excluded, and two aspiring Hamlets 
would be left out of the play. Then, young King Farouk, 
an able and enterprising monarch, reputed highly ambitious, 
is believed to have his eyes on the Caliphate, and to aim 
ultimately at the creation of an Egyptian Empire, a develop- 
ment to which the relative power and wealth of Egypt to the 
adjacent Moslem countries might seem obviously to point, but 
which would scarcely be pleasing to Iraq, which has ambttions 
of its own to lead an Arab Federation, Looked at coolly, 
this interplay of Arab cross-purposes is clearly to be seen as 
the really potent threat of trouble in the Middle East, and 


not Zionism or the policy of France reborn—which provide - 


Sir Edward Spears, a disgruntled ex-Francophile, with his 
latest nightmares. Clearly any hope of building Arab unity 


on such a goulash of incompatibilities is fatuous and any _ 


artificial attempt at.forcing such an event holds out no 
prospects of permanence, To stand in awe of the strength of 
united Arab opposition to any steps which the Powers deem 


_ essential to world security and peace is, at worst, fatuous and, 


at a little less than the worst, highly undignified. 


DIAMOND CUT DIAMOND - 


Sir E. Spears’s recent reference to French aspirations, based 
on the disinclination of France to part with her contro! of 
the native troops of Syria and the Lebanon, leaves out of 
account the spiritual and cultural ties between the respeciive 
parties, the fact that the whole of the modern culture of these 


. Levantine countries is French. Nor does it take copnisance 


of the fact that the geographical situation of these lands ang 
their present stage of+ advancement plainly demand iheir 
attachment to some great progressive State, and where betier 
could such a State be found than in France, happily placed 
for this mission in the Middle East, as she is, by past 
experience, cultural developments, and not least because of her 
close and intimate association with Russia, who musf. of 
course, be one of the bulwarks of future world peace. In al 
the circumstances it would seem that Sir Edward Spears’, 
alarmist campaign is not in the interests of this country. of 
of the Levantine peoples; or of their neighbours. Meanwhile. 
according to our correspondent, the Iraqi ex-Prime Minister, 
Nuri es Said Pasha, has come out with fresh proposals for 
Palestine. In brief, he suggests the abrogation of the Mac-« 
Donald White Paper and unrestricted Jewish immigration 
within the limits of the country’s economic absorptive capacity. 
This surprising move, if the report be true, must not, of course, 
be taken too seriously. Out of it seems to peep the old Iraq 
aspiration to the hegemony of an Arab League, and the 
calculation that with the powerful support of a progressive 
Jewish Palestine and of a British Government only too thank {uy} 
to give its blessing to any move which will secure Arab- 
Jewish agreement any similar designs harboured by Egypt 


. would be well and truly dished. The idea is ingenious and 


interesting, but it comes oddly from a politician who not so 
long ago, propounded a bag-and-baggage policy for the Jews 
of Palestine in which, if not all Jews, at least those who were not 
born in the country would have to go. This sudden and com- 
plete change is some indication of the stability of Arab policy. 
and politicians. It clearly shows that Mandatory duties, in one 


form or another, must rest on the great Powers in their dealings © 


with the Arab peoples for some time to come, however thorough- 
going the training in self-government which may be encouraged 
in these quarters. It also points clearly to the tremendous 
importance not only to the British Empire but to the peace of 
this whole region of a firmly established Jewish Palestine closely 
linked with Britain as a kind of sheet-anchor of stability and 
progressive sanity amongst these politically adolescent peoples. 


THE NAZIS’ PRISONERS 


Witn the approach of the crisis of the war, the fate of those 
Jews still in enemy clutches becomes a matter of instant con- 
cern, and the call for their deliverance just sounded by the 
American Jewish Gonference, and recorded in these columns 
last week, is painfully to the point. Generally speaking, though 
not in every case, the suggestions have been far too impractic- 
able, and some of those which emanated from the Con- 
ference syfier from the same defect. A few. of them, however, 
seem to offer some reasonable hope. One of these is the pro- 
posed exchange of Jews with German civilian prisoners. A 
second is an approach to the neutral Powers to see if they 
would and could manage to extricate from Germany the 
families of a number of Jewish refugees in Palestine. Finally 
there is the suggestion that the International Red Cross and 
the American Red Cross be moved to take steps for the feeding 
and clothing of Jewish internees in the Reich, many of whom 
are dying of want. The question which the public wants 
answered is: have these steps been pressed upon the Red 
Cross and the neutrals with the maximum insistence so as to 
make absolutely sure that they have received full consideration 
at the highest level? It is extremely easy to draw up documents 
and send them in to this or that Government or organisation and 
to receive automatically the usual ‘sweetly-worded diplomatic 
acknowledgment so impressive to the simple and so flattering 
to the self-importance of the vain? What is needed is to take 
up these points directly and persistently with those who may be 
in a position to help. There is always the faint possibility that 
the Germans, with their own doom staring them in the face, 
might perhaps think it a good move to seek and gain a little 
merit against the looming day of wrath. Indeed, the recent 
news of the success of the Swiss Government in securing release 
of Jews from Germany points this way. 


FOR THE AGED : 


A CONFERENCE of London organisations interested in the care 
of our aged coreligionists has been called by the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, and will take place next Sunday, under the 
Chairmanship of Sir Lionel Cohen. The move is a timely one, 
seeing that the disabilities of age, which are not confined to 
indigence only, are not likely to have been lessened by war 
conditions. ii. certainly is a credit to the large-heartedness 
of the Community from whose philanthropic thoughts the wel- 
fare of those among them incapacitated for an active life, and 
perhaps rendered lonely, must never be far distant. When this 
very practical conference meets, it is difficult to see how the 
important question of national and regional co-ordination of 
efforts in behalf of the aged can fail to cOme up for discussion. 
Steps in this direction, as our news columns have recorded, 
have already been taken in the provinces, Manchester Jews 
who took the lead in this work under the inspiration of Mr. 
Lawrence Kostoris, President of the “Old Home” in that 
city, are already moving, with prospects of success, towards 


regional to-ordination in South Lancashire, and it is much to 


be hoped that similar moves will succeed in other regions i 
the kingdo Should that happen, then the opportunity will 
eventually present itself to establish adequate association 
between the various regional organisations, making the care 
of the old a nation-wide Jewish concern. This would immeasvur- 
ably heighten the effectiveness of the work. The first thing 's

CHARITY CO-ORDINATION 
IN MANCHESTER 


Approval Follows Stormy Debate 


The amended constitution of the Jewish Charities 
Co-ordination Committee was approved at a mect- 
ing of the Council of Manchester and Salford 
Jews on Sunday, which was marked by some 
heated discussion. Mr. Norman M,. Jacobs, Vice- 
President, was in the chair. & 

Councillor Sydney Needoff expressed doubts 
whether the Council shared the enthusiastic appro- 
val of the scheme by the hon. officers. He con- 
sidered co-ordination a sign of defeatism and fore- 
saw that centrally organised appeals would not 
mect with success, that the presumable saying in 
secretarial staff would not make up for the loss 
sustained. 

Mr. Godel Heilpern thought the community 
would lose by co-ordination. Mr. Saul Rosenberg 
doubted the possibility of getting people to contri- 
bute large sums regularly. Mr. D. Kay said the 
spirit of spontaneity would be killed by the scheme. 

Moving the approval of the constitution of the 
Co-ordinating Committee, Mr. Hyman Weinberg, 
M.BE.. stressed that the position of all charitable 
institutions was uncertain; they lived from appeal 
to appeal. Mr. Nahum said the aim of the scheme 
was Jo provide adequate regular subscriptions, and 
that no vested interests should be allowed to take 
precedence over the well-being of the charitics as 
a whole. Mr. Bobker saw co-ordination as ihe 
only way of approach to the social changes in the 
greater community. Mr. Hytner saic people did 
not realise how hith they contributed since they 
were approached so often from different sides. 
Mr. Mamilock pleaded that the Committee, Which 
consisted of men of wide charitable experience, 
should be given a chance. Councillor Leslie Lever 
cloquently supported the scheme from a legal 
point of view, 


Adjournment Motion Lost 


Messrs. Oleesky, Heilpern, J: H. Franks, and M. 
Isaacs felt that the constitution had not been dis- 
cussed and a motion. for adjournment was put to 
the mecting and lost. The meeting took on a 
stormy character:- there interruptions and 
angry cries when Mr. Nahum said he would im 
future make adequate annual subscriptions but give 
no donations 

Restoring order, the Chairman appealed to the 
Council to take the larger view in their decision 
and asked. for a vote on the principle as well as 
the constitution of the Co-ordinating Committee, 
which was carried by an overwhelming majority 
in favour, with five against. 

Councillor S. Necdoff asked whether in view of 
the serious charges against the Council in a second 
letter to THe Jewish "by Mr. Shioimas 
vitz, the Executfve’s policy of ignoring. these 
charges was unchanged. The Chairman replied 
that the Executive had (after the first letter) decided 
to treat the matter with contempt. Mr. Wolfson 
Said that the organisation which Mr. Shloimovitz 
represenied had taken the miatter up. 

Mr. Bobker referred to the suggestion to invite 
Mr. Bakstansky to address the Council, and said 
that a large body of members were dissatisfied 
with the practice of having an outside speaker 
taking up so much time of the Council; there was 
alierwards only time for a few questions and no 
full discussion was allowed. The Chairman said

SUCCESS OF FORCES CENTRE 
"Three U.S.A. Brothers United 


In a statement on the progress of the new Forces 
Centre in Deansgate which Mrs. Wigoder 
made at Sunday's ee. of the Communal 
Council, she told of the difficulties which had to 


be overcome during the first seven weeks of the 


Centre's existence, and paid high tribute to the 
voluntary workers and their determination to pre- 
serve atmosphere. 

Non-Jewish guests often asked her: “ Why are 
you Jewish people doing all this for us? " and “ Is 
there any way we can repay you?” They insisted 
on putting a contribution in the charity box, as 
lips. were not accepted. 

The hospitality work, under the chairmanship of 
the Rev. L. Glickman, had now been incorporated 
into the work of the Centre. 

The Lord Mayor of Manchester and the Mayor 
of Prestwich had paid visits and praised the work 
of the Centre highly. 

Attendance figures had risen from 300 at the 
opening dinner to 1,200 during the second week 
and were now séttling down to an average of 3,000 
soldiers per week, made up of about 50 per cent 
non-Jewish personnel. ratio was different 
however, on week-cnds, when Jewish boys would 
travel up to 60 niiles for a visit to the Centre, 
and make up over 70 per cent of those present. 

A new extension on the second floor was to 
contain a play room and a dance room with piano 
and radiogram. 

Mr. Samuel Roland, at the Council meeting, 
spontaneously offered a gift of 100 guineas to the 

entre. 

The Centre was recently the scene of a reunion 
between three brothers, serving in different units 
of the American Forces: Pte. Sydney Drazen (32), 
Tec. Sat. Irwin Drazen (30), and Set. Martin 
Drazen (26). 

They had not seen each other for two-and-a-half.

PROF. BRODETSKY ON HIS 
AMERICAN VISIT 


Leeds Meeting of Welcome 


The Leeds Jewish Representative Council organ- 
ised a meeting on Sunday to “welcome Professor 
Brodetsky on his return from the United States 
and Canada. Mr. Mark Labovitch presided. Mr. 
David Fox and Mr. A. M. Hurwitz (on behalf of 
the Leeds ngpng om cil) and others expressed 
their pleasure at his safe return. — 

The ovject of his mission, said Dr. Brodetsky, 
was to ascertain how North American Jewry was 
meeting the problem of facing world Jewry at the 
moment. He had not gone to discuss ideological 
matters but to confer with the primary object of 
saving the remnants of European Jewry. 

In his talks with American leaders, Prof. Brodet- 
sky said hehad discouraged any tendency to approach 
the question of Palestine with an anti-British atti- 
tude. Touching on the recent controversy between 
Dr. Stephen Wise and Rabbi Silver, ihe speaker 
said that while he felt that this was a cOmplex prob- 
lem, he hoped that Dr. Weizmann, who was shortly 
going to America, would be able to bridge the 
present differences. 

On the question of Palestine he found U.S.A. 
Jews divided in a similar way to those in this 
country. The American Jewish Committee there 
was taking the same stand as the Anglo-Jewish 
Association here. As. here, too, the American 
Jewish Committee were not unanimous in this 
matter, but to the Professor's question as to who 
if not the Jewish Agency would be the most desir- 
able people to direct Jewish immigration, there was 
no reply. It was obvious that the U.S.A., Great 
Britain, and the U.S.S.R., who would have to deal 
with the general peace settlement, would also have 
to tackle the Palestine question, and so it would 
be for the Jewish communities in each of these 
three countries to treat with their own individual 
Governments. 

As to rehabilitatiof™in Europe, the Professor 
ascertained the American view, and he suggested 
to the Joint Distribution Committee that before 
taking any definite steps, they should confer with 
the Central British Fund so that there should be 
no overlapping or failure to deal with concrete 
problems. 


APPOINTED ALDERMAN

Mr. W. Harris, Treasurer, praised the 
efforts of the Functions Committee, under the 
chairmanship of ‘Mr. A: A. Collins: Mr. L. Haase, 
Convenor of Trees and Golden Book inscriptions;

THE. JEWISH 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
BEHOLD THE JEW! 


f a are few passages in the whole of the 
Bible more replete with Jewish ideas than the 
few verses that comprise Parashat Shekalim, 
the special Maftir for this Sabbath. Some of these 
ideas are inherent in the text; some belong, to the 
embellishment of our Sages and Preachers. But 
whatever the source of these concepts, the chapter 
before us sparkles with a host of precious Jewish 
thoughts which, like some jewel-encrusted heir- 
looms, grow in worth with the passage of lime. 

“When thou takest the sum of the children of 
Israci . . . then shall they give every man... .” 
Jews are not to be enumerated by any ordinar 
census. Numbers do not count for much in Israel. 
A Jepthah takes with him not the vast multitude at 
his disposal, but the three hundred followers who 
never bent the knee to Baal, and with them he 
routs the Midianite horde. A Judah Maccabeus 
with a handful of patriots holds at bay the imperial 
might of Antiochus, and with a religious suicide 
squad overwhelms the successive Graeco-Syrian 
armies. We have always been a small people. 
Numbers have not infrequently been a hindrance 
to us. Our vital statistics are to be calculated on 
no ordinary, basis of figures: the Bible ordains that 
only the Jew who gives counts. 

But what is it that the Jew is urged to give? Is 
i naught but half a Shekel? Do 10 gerahs of 
silver make all the differente? Surely, the entire 
conception seems absurd. In truth, our Rabbis 
admit that Moses himself could not comprehend it, 
till God showed him a currency of fire. The con- 
tribution that makes a Jew is not coined in a mint 
crv.cible; it is a. radiant flame of the’spirit. If 
the incandescent heat of burning ardour is absent 
from his offering, it is dead and valueless. Judaism 
asks not for an extorted poll-tax, not for an 
enforced levy; but for the giving of free men 
inspired by an enthusing ideal. 


HE contribution, moreover, must be something 

that is within the gift of the donor. It must 
be inalienably human. “ The rich shall not give 
more, and the poor spall not give less.” Material 
possessions vary, because fundamentally they do 
not belong to us. They are —T lent to us for 
life’s brief duration; we can take them only as far 
as the grave’s impassable barrier. We possess only 
one thing: one thing is ours as of right, because 
we nurture it, mould it, or, if. we so will it, lose 
it and destroy #. Our soul is ours. What we give 
must be given from the soul; our service must be 
a deep-felt oblation of the heart, | 
cannot give more; the poor man must not give 
less. 

Such an offering the Torah terms. “ after the 
Shekel of the sanctuary.”’ It is holy; it emanates 
from our God-given spirit; .and it must be 
redirected, in turn, tothe All-Highest. The sum ol 
the Shekalim’ was subsequently devoted to the 
requirements of the House of God. In the con- 
struction of the Tabernacle, the silver was used for 
the bases of the pillars. In later periods, the contri- 
butions. made annually, served to maintain the 
Temple and its services. Here, then, was a sublime 
national symbol sustained through the ages :- the 
soul-gifts of the people were the foundation and 
mainstay of their Sanctuary and Faith, In no other 
way could the spirit of God dwell in their midst, 
guard them against the slings of enmity and mis- 
fortune, establish the work of their hands, bless the 
course’ of their life. The holy Shekel was thus both 
the token of Israel's immortality and the assurance 
of Judaism's. Divine benison. 


ITH suprenie insight the Bible further declares 

that the half-Shekel contribution was a ransom 
for the soul. to make atonement for it. Many ask 
the question: but what was the sin to be expunged? 
And many and varied are the answers suggested. 
Yet the explanation is so memifest and simple. 
They that make no contribution stand  self- 
condemned, They sin against their own souls. For 
to live means to give: to be—to serve. Where this 
equation fails, life fails. It becomes an imposture, 
a purposeless negation, an affront to creation and 
the Creator. 

In this sense, too, we must understand the 
caveat: “that there be no plague among them.” 
Spiritual apathy is the plague of the. soul. It has 
proved more injurious to the Jew and Judaism than 
the diabolical aggregate of all the Hamans and 
Hitlers that have plagued Israel since the first dark 
dawn of anti-Semitism, Failure to answer the call 
of the spirit has been our most dangerous enemy. 
The Jew cannot live by bread alone. Take his 
ideals and you take all. The ghetto will not stifle 
him: but the Rialto can be his moral scaffold. 
Penury will not dishearten him: how pointedly 
wise is the Talmudic dictum, “ Poverty becomes 
Israel like a red line a white horse"! But a little 
overdose of riches, winged though they be, may be 
fatal to many a Jew’s higher self. 

Possibly, however, some mean and puny souls 
may cavil: “ Surely, Judaism is a full-time occupa- 
tion; it appears completely to monopolise every 
human interest.” It is true; Judaism requires a 
lifetime of devoted giving, unflagging service. Yet, 
in a final evaluation, its demands are sweetly 
reasonable and not overtaxing. God asks for only 
half the Shekel; the other half remains with us. 
The Torah does not encourage the Nazirite, and 
forbids monasticism. Rather does it prescribe a 
healthy human lifa robust and balanced. Enjoy 
life, it enjoins, but sanctify your pleasures. Eat of 
the fruit of the world, but forget not to bless the 
Beneficent Giver of all things. God made Heaven, 
and He also made the earth. In Judaism they 
become harmonised into a new and glorious unity. 
Such is the world of the Jew—+hat counts.

MR. MAYER KLANG (London), aged 69, was 
in the early. years of the century one of the 
best-known of Anglo-Jewish artists.

including the presentation portrait of the late Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, on his 70th birthday. 
Mr. Kil was born at Lemberg, and studied at t 

Munich Academy of Art (where the sculptor 
Gligfsiein was a fellow student). Young people 
of talent found him a helpful guide, and he was 


active in the Jewish Associafion of Arts and 
Sciences established during the last war to encour- 
age promising artists, The possessor of a power-, 
ful baritone voice, Mr. Klang sang frequently at 
concerts to aid Jewish charities. The deceased was 
unmarried. 


MR. JACOB RIBATZKIE (Manchester) 
aged 70, was Superintendent and Secretary of 
the Homes for Aged, Needy, and Incurable 
Jews of Manchester for the last 22 years. When 
the Committee dedicated a window in his honour 
last year, it was said that Mr. Ribatzkie’s work 
for the Homes’ would be a lasting monument to 
his memory. He is survived by a widow and two 
sons. Mr. Sluizkin, Hon. Secretary of the 
Homes, writes, in a tribute, that the sympathy and 
human understanding of the deceased endeared 
him to the inmates and staf and’to the whole 
community. 


MRS. DINAH SHERMAN (Cardiff), aged 48, 
was an enthusiastic worker, first in youth ~snove- 
ments, and later in charitable and ‘:iendly society 
organisations. She was a past-President of. the 
Daughters of Zion Association, and recently was 
appointed Hon. Secretary of the local society for 
aiding the relief of Jewish refugees in Europe. 
Mrs. Sherman acted as hostess on many occasions 
to Jewish members of the Allied Forces. She is 
survived by her husband, Mr. Isaac Sherman, and 
three daughters. 


. MR, BENJAMIN SKLOWE (London), aged 48, 
ournalist and communal and cultural worker, was 
illed on Saturday night in a motor-car accident 
near his home in Cricklewood. He was a> con- 
tributor to many Jewish publications, was editor 
of Haotom for some years, before its transfer to 
Jerusalem, and, before the war, edited a Jewish 
magazine in Kilburn. . Mr. Sklowe was the 
theatrical manager of the Jewish Theatife and Beth 
Am in Adler Street, and publicity manager of the 
Habima and Ohel Players and other artists visiting 
this country. He formed the “ Amanut ” Society 
for Jewish culture. Mr. Sklowe leaves w widow 
(daughter of the late Dr. David Jochelman), a 
son (now in the Army), and a daughter.

THE LATE COMMANDANT MIRKIN 


Captain Jeremiah Helpern writes, in the course 
of a tribute to Commandant Victor Mirkin, whose 
death in action in France was reported in a recent 
issue Of this paper. 

“ He was one of the oldest members of the Brit Tru oO 
and a close friend of Jabotinsky. who often spoke oe at 
his admiration for the young man He was my assistant for 
many years in the Hachsharah Hagananith Departmen of the 
World Headquarters of Betar, as Director of the Sports 
Section. 

Victor’ Mirkin was fot several years the head of the 
Brit. Trumpeldor in France, and in 1931 was my second in 
school of the Latvian Betar in 

iga. yut 35 he wemt to Palestine and 
director of. the Pica.” 

“ He was a first-class athicte and sportsman. He was one 
of the three European champions in ju-jitsu, and held the 
black belt of the third class, which only two other men in 
the whole of Europe held. He was a pupil of the Italian 
fencing master, Barbazetti. and was the best. sabre fighter in 
the Paris garrison. Mirkin was also an outstanding amateur 
boxer and fought several times in the French ring. He 
Organised the first Jewish ju-jitsu club in Paris and later 
conducted a ju-jitsu course in Haifa for the Maccabi. 

“The late commandant was one of those who dreamed 
that he would one day be able to fight in the Jewish Army. 
He burned with the desire to avenge the blood of his fellow- 
Jews murdered by the Nazis. It is hard to believe that after 
escaping death’ almost miraculously in battle after battle. 
Victor Mirkin should have fallen just when the war is nearing 
its end. He leaves a young widow, also a member of the 
Betar, and a child.”’ 


THE LATE ANNIE LANDAU 


“ A.M.H.”. writes, in a tribute to the late Miss 
Landau: 


“ As a British influence in the Ottoman dominions, as an 
English Jewess in the best sense of the term, her ercat period 
was Previous to the outbreak of the war of 1914. Then she 
stood out aS a representative Englishwoman, and @ such 
raised the status of every Jew, no matter his citizenship, in 
Palestine. The respect and friendship she gained from -the 
Turkish authorities was cefiected in their attitude towards the 
Jewish population. . . . After the conclusion of that war Miss 
Landau’s status necessarily changed. She was one of many 
Prominent English residents of Jerusalem. But socially she 
remained pre-eminent, accepted by all as, after the High 
Commissioner's lady, the first hostess in Jerusalem. Her 

‘ hospitality realised the proverbial lavishness of the East. At 

he. table all communities met—in the end hers was almost 
the only house in which Jew, Moslem and Christian, Arab 
and Englishman could mect on an equality, free from the 
shadow of politics.”’

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JEWISH CHAPLAINCY IN 
SEAC 


From Set. R. A. HARRIS, 1.A.0.C. 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRonicie 


Six.—For some time past I have followed the 
correspondence im your estimable journal concern- 
ing the lack of Jewish Chaplains and also about 
the welfare of Jewish troops abroad and I would 
esteem it a favour if you would allow me to voice 
a few remarks in your columns. I feel that I 
am, to a certain extent, competent to carry out 
this duty by virtue of my personal Army career 
and experiences. 

Il have served since September 2, 1939, in such theatres 
as France, Libya, Far East, India, but I may say that at 
no time do I remember ever having had more than a flying 
visit from a Chaplain who has had little or no time left 
after covering thousands of miles visiting widcly-spread 
wits. 1 myself reguiarty held a wetkly Sabbath service in 
France where the only congregants in the Synagoguc were 
English soldiers. On the boat out to Libya, I held a service 
on Rosh Hashanah in the ship's library, but Yom Kippur 
was spent in the desert where we had arrived the day pre- 
vious and we had no chance to find our bearings. Here, 
may I be forgiven, | formed a Minyan of six men and our 
Shool was that same “ Midbar "’ which Moses had traversed: 

In India it was easicr for there it was occasionally possible 
t© visit a Synagoguc, though the services are Sefardic in 
ritual. One of my most pleasant experiences was last Yom 
Kippur, when we held an Orthodox Ashkenazi service where 
the kehilla was once again almost 100. per cent English 
soldiers. 

Now, after five years of war. India and South East Asia 
Command have a Chaplain cach. When it is remembered 
that Chaplain Lew of India Command has to cover an 
area from Bombay to Calcutta and from the Himalayas 
down to Ceylon, it can be realised what a difficult. task he 
has. And how well he is carrying it out? Chaplain Jaffc, of 
S E.A.C., has for his parish the whole of the fighting front 
in Burma, where our Jewish boys are still sacrificing their 
lives so that their people at home may live freely.« But these 
same people on the Home Front have little thoughts for 
them. They have their Ministers, many of whom could 
quite easily be spared. They also have their beautiful Syna- 
gogucs: but out here there is only a basha or a marquee. 
Are some of our Ministers lacking in that spirit of sacrifice 
which possessed our noble rabbis of old who were never 
afraid to offer their lives in the service of God and Humanity? 

In an earlier issuc of THe Jewtsu CwHronicte I noticed 
a suggestion put forward by Major W. Schonficikd, Army 
Welfare Officer, that suitable laymen might be appointed 
in view of the lack of suitable qualified Ministers. I 
concur with this suggestion, although I disagree with ohe 
correspondent’s proposal to close down Jews” Colleac. 
Such a step would serve no helpful purpose. During my 
service, | have encountered many men who would be 
eminently suited for lay chaplaincy work. One of them 
I wou pecially mention is Lieut. Lunzer, who is flow serv- 
ing out 
¢ Services for his organisation of services and 
weltare prior to the arrival of the official Chaplain. He 
is well capable of acting as Chaplain or Welfare Officer. 

Il think that some responsible authority at home should 
immediately take steps to give us more attention. The 
folks at home should remember that the men now fighting 
are the parents of to-morrow. If their spiritual needs are 
allowed to languish, what hope is there for the future of 
Judaism” 

On the matter of welfare, there is much feeling of 
rancour against the people at home. Yes, we have heard 
about the Jewish Hospitality Commitiee, but only through 
THe Jewrsn more. Mr. Gestetner did 
visit Calcutta, but he is no Lord Munster, and none had 
a chance to meet him or talk to him. We often rcad in 
Tue Jewisn Crronicie that efforts are being made to cntcr- 
tain the troops back home, but it seems our entertain- 
ment and welfare out here are the concern of ourselves 
or the local communities. It is rather’ difficult to mingic 


with the local people as their outlook on life is vastly’ 


different from ours. 
amongst 


Truc, there are some really fine people 
those’ onc’ mects, such as Sir David and Lady 


Evra. Mrs: Gubbay. Mr. J. R. Jacobs, whose philanthropy | 


to the troops is.a by-word in Calcutta. , 

We do not expect the same efforts from our own people 
as those put out by the Jewésh Welfare Board of America, 
with their vast resources. They even go so far as to 
send out tinned gefilte fish and kasher corned beef in 
addition t> unlimited comforts and gifts on festivals such 
as Purim and Chanucah. During my whole Army service 
I have never received matzos abroad, but the J.W.B. of 
America supplied them to all theatres. . Indeed, were it not 
for the ministrations of the U.S. Chaplain and the ].W.B., 
we should indeed fare badW. 

Due to the endeavours of the U.S. Chaplain, Capt. 
Scligson, who interested Mr. 3. R. Jacobs in the project 
and put up all the funds, we now have in Calcutta a 
splendid hostel and canteen for the Jewish troops, but 
as yet the voice of the Jewish Hospitality Committee of 
Great Britain has not been heard in this wilderness which 
is India Are we still to think we are the Forgotten 
Army? Although I have been in the Army more than 
five years, five New Years, I° have never once received a 
‘Shona Tova from either the Senior Chaplain’s office 
Or my local community. Only a small thing, but what 
comiort such a wish carrics! 

What of .the futufe? The war in this theatre” is far 
from over. There are many who are still condemned to 
several years’ service in the jungle. Is it too much to ask 


that one or two more Chaplains may be sent to give comfort .

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MANCHESTER JEWISH EDUCATION 


About three years ago the Jewish Education Board super- 
seded the Joint Jewish Education Board which for more 
than 20 years, among many varied activities, arranged 
reewiar inspections of the classes in the arca, cstablished 
on its own, and in conjunction with the Talmud Torah, 
Teachers’ Traifiing Classes and ran a youth centre under 
the name of the Bewish Study Circles. The new Board, in 
the three years of its existence, has spent at least £3,000- 
64.000 more than its predecesspr, and all it has to show for 
the additional outlay is one oursery in the weaitthier districts 
for children whose mothers have to attend afternoon card 
parties! The poorer districts have no such nursery, On 
the other hand, the present Board has done much damage 
by embarking on -new schemes, without the necessary preli- 
minary investigatior and preparation, and dropping them 
before Many months were over, thus hindcring or discourag- 
ine others from attempting again the realisation of broken 
o¢ discredited schemes.. The¥ have opened a central class 
fof®advanced Hebrew; and closed it within three months. 
With pipe and drum they inaugurated post-Barmitzvah 
classes under the name of Degel Torah. and your columns 
carried a glowing report of the opening: but they lasted 
just three weeks, and are now dead and forgoticn. The 
Board, or rather one or two of the ruling clique, requested 
4 non-Jewish Education Authority (name cnclosed for your 
nformation) to open a Hebrew class for adults, assuring 
them of a memberstyp of 20 stadents. Having been in 
exupstence for two ofr three months the class had 8 be 
closed by the Authority, for the number of students was 
ently six. The chi¥ul hashem resulting is even worse than 
the closing. Members of the Gentile education committee 
(newer too friendly to us), who opposed the opening of 
the class at the Authority's ¢xpense and were overridden 
by our friends, are now making capital of the failure and 
are talking of “ irresponsible or carcless approach" by the 
Jewish community.” To these non-Jews the small clique 
of the Board are syfonymous with the entire Jewish commu- 
nity. and thus we all suffer for the mistakes of the few. 
All these errors could possibly have been forgiven tf there 
had been no experienced men among the members of the 
Roard. But there are: and their advice and guidance would 
have saved money and cffort, and. by careful preparation 
of the ground, might have secured success and . thus 
enhanced the honour and: prestige of the community. The 
community must henceforward insist on more democracy 
ind «less a@utocracy, uniess its apathy is beyond cure.— 
Manchester.

ems of last week's issue that the United Hebrew Conere- 
gauen of Leeds have been discussing plans to institute 
machinery for the registration of the birth eéevery male 
child, through the mohelim, with a view to following up the 
hoyv's Hebrew education This is all very nice. but what 
about the education of our girls? Rabhi Z. Hodes. of Leeds. 
in a letter to THe Jewisn dated June 5, 1942. 
deplored the fact that only 10 per cent of the sumber of 
pups in the Talmud Torahs were girls. and strongly recom- 
mended that there should be perfect equality for both sexes 
in our religious educational system. Through the medium of 
your. ever hosputable columns in a letter published on 
Apni 24, 1944, |] suggested that as a help towards keeping 
uccurate vital statistics of Jews, we should have a systematic 
registration of all our births, both male and female, through 
Synagogues, and a Jewish birth certificate iss@ed in a similar 
way to those fér marriages The recofd of these births 
should be sent Periodically to a central statistical bureau to 
be filed for reference. I pointed out, “* the idea of Jewish 
birth certificates should help greatly to instil into our children 
of the future a sense of pride and responsibility at having 
been registered at birth members of the Jewish community.” 
This record woyld also pravé useful in following up the 
mids Hebrew education As one secking the welfare and

JEWS’ COLLEGE LECTURER ° 


Dr. J. H. Zimmels, who, as reported in this 

per recently, has beep selected as temporary 

ecturer in Bible and Talmud at Jews’ College, in 
succession to Rabbi Dr, Samuel Daiches, who is 
retiring, is: 43, and is an Austrian. He studied at 
the Vienna Jewish Theological College, where he 
passed with distinction and received the Rabbinical 
Diploma in 1927. He «'udied philosophy at Vienna 
University, where he gained the Ph.D. In 1928 he 
was appointed lecturer at the Jewish. Theological 
Seminary in Breslau, and he taught Bible, Talmud, 
Poskim, and History. He held this post until 1933, 
when he returned to Vienna. He was appointed 
Rabbi of districts 12-15 by the Wiener Kultus- 
gemeinde and igctured at the Beth Hamidrash and 
held courses fof post-graduates. In 1939, he left 
Austria and came to England. Interned in 1940, 
he was sent to Australia and was released in 1942. 
Since his return to this country he has been 
engaged in research on Biblical and Rabbinical 
subjects.

ISSY BONN’S UNCERTAIN YIDDISH 
Amused Palestinians in Italy 


Recounting his recent experiences in Ltaly to a 
gathering at the Anglo-Palestinian Club—one ol 
the largest audiences there for a long. time—Mr. 
Issy Bonn told how. thrilled he had been by his 
stay among the Palestinians and by their part in 
the war. 

He related how, when introduced, in Hebrew, 
to a group of 120 Palestinian soldiers, he was 
at first nervous, but, speaking to them in Mame 
Loshor: —Yiddish—he soon got his first laugh. He 
explained to them that he was not used to Yiddish, 
but, continuing in that tongue, went on: 
* Brothers, I think you will find very soon that 
every now and again | will borrow a word from 
the English language, because I cannot quite think 
of the word in Yiddish. But, since you are in the 
Army, you will understand. In the Army it ts 
a well-known thing if you want anything you 
borrow it.’ That caused great amusement. 

The Palestinians, in turn, had entertained Mr. 
Bonn, singing community songs which thrilled him 
by their lively, stirring delivery. At the end, with 
heads erect they sang the national anthem. And 
then they stood rigidly to attention and sang 
Hatikvah with such fervour and imso full-throated 
a manner that every word came out like a pistol 
shot, he said. . 

Mr. Barnett Janner, who presided, announced 
that ‘11. Palestinian soldiers who had arrived in Eng- 
land from Italy the previous week were present. 
They were the first batch to come here as members 
of the Jewish Brigade. They had all seen years of 
service and were taking the officers’ training course.

War-time 
Pinpricks 
The Customer is 
Always Wrong ! 


EVERAL women were discussing their war-time 
experiences, trials, and tribulations. Said one, 
“ Waiting in queves is what 1 find most 
trying.” But her opinion was not shared by the 
majority of those present, who seemed to regard 
ueuing up as somewhat entertaining and relaxing. 
Granted it was a waste of time, but somehow, it 
transpired, a woman, when she joined a queue, 
felt that re was a legitimate occasion to do 
nothing for a bit, where her conscience could be 
at peace in harmony with her body, whereas in the 
rest of ther daily life she was hag-ridden by the 
calls of duty; the innumerable little jobs that con- 
stamtly poked their heads up at her, the over-riding 
need to be constantly doing. en 

One woman suddenly spoke. “I think,” she 
said, “ that what I feel as the greatest *pinprick of 
war-time is the fact that so often in the course of 
quite normal and certainly legitimate activities l 
am made to feel a wrong-doer. There are now 
so many rules and regulations and so many indi- 
viduals in control to.whom office or authority is 
a novel experience for which they have nenher 
had training nor possess innate ability and who just 
ride roughshod over “everybody.” It offended 
greatly her sense of social duty, she said. 

The other women were not so impressed and 
reeled off a list of “ pinpricks "—if houschold 
necessities had not to be hunted from shop to shop; 
if coal came when it was ordered, and badly 
needed; if plumbers were available to mend the 
burst pipes that directly resulted from the absence 
of fuel: if buses ran to time and in sufficient 
numbers so that you hadn't to wait for them and 
then often get pushed off; if children’s clothes wore 
better and shoe repairs were rot so often sub-stan- 
dard—for which you waited patiently a month— 
if some of these things were different, they said, 
the housewife would be better off and her sense 
of social duty could look after itself, 

And yet can the sense of wounded pride in a 
woman who is obviously sincere in her desire to 
act in the best interests of the community be 
entirely ignored? . She listened carefully and then 
pointed out that a housewife, in the pursuance of 
her duties, is inevitably unselfish. She wants what 
is best for those she has to care for, rarely for 
herself. And in practice, the woman who con- 
stieritiously puts those in her care before herself 
rarely stops at the four walls of her own house. 
Caring for others becomes a technique, which she 
cannot help extending to people far removed from 
the ties of kinship. 

Long and Arduous Apprenticeship 

No woman jumps straight into such a life-atti- 
tude. Kk is the result of a long and often painful 
and arduous apprenticeship, which begins with the 
first cry of her first babe, that clarion call of 
motherhood which spells the end of her preoccu- 
pation with her personal .troubles. And by the 
time her famify are half-grown boys and girls, 
healthily independent in a physical sense: of he 
ministrations, the habit of-giving and caring for 
others has become second nature. 

Therefore, in trying during the difficult time of 
war to do her. best for them all, she could not, 
in the very nature of things, attempt to do -any- 
thing, ask for anything, that might deprive another 
or that might..upset the organised distribution of 
which she so heartily approved. Yet; when she 
went to see the war-time officials about the extra 
clothing coupons to which she was entitled she 
was subjected to the sort of cros#examination that 
she felt could be usefully applied to a potential 
black-marketeer. She emerged, with her coupons, 
smarting under a sense of injustice. She had 
swallowed her resentment, accepted the manner of 
her interlocutor as meekly as she could, but. in- 
wardly burned with indignation. 

The same attitude had met her at other Govern- 
ment departments, and was noticeable in the shops. 
Goods that were not rationed were refused her 
brusquely and rudely and she was made to feel 


that by asking for them she was in fact infringing - 


tome regulation! She quite agreed that war-time 
nerves were a contributory cause of some of the 
shortness of shop assistants, and she was quite 
ready to make every allowance for the strain im- 
posed on dWindling staffs. 
being made to feel that she had done something 
illegal or wrong. Was it wise, she persisted, to 
make women like herself feel almost as though 
they were criminals. 

But the other women had ceased to listen, and 
their talk had developed into an exchange of 
recipes, and of tips about where certain things 
everybody wanted might actually ‘be available.

JEWISH TEACHING ON 
REPENTANCE 


‘Dr. David wow Fellow of Gonville and Caius 
College, Cambridge, speaking recently of Jewish 
Penitential Seasons, in the lunch-time series of 
addresses arranged by the Society of Jews and 
Christians at Friends House, Euston Road, London, 
stressed the fact that in Jewish teaching it was 
repentance—Matwn the literal meaning of which 
is return to God—which counted and not sackcloth 
or fasting. 

It was the heart of a person and not any ritual 
which mattered, he said. But omthe other hand 
ritual was needed because it directed man towards 
repentance and good deeds. Man was weak and 
if left alone was apt to forget the will of God 
and ‘the needs of his fellow-men, and therefore 
ritual, like fasting, was necessary. 

Dr. Daube described the three penitential seasons 
in the Jewish year, between Passover and Pentecost, 
the three weeks ending on Ab 10, both of which 
were historical, and the end of Ellul and beginning 
of Tishri, including the New Year and ay of 
Atonement, which was a penitential season in the 
narrowest meaning of the word devoted to atone- 
ment and nothing clse. He described the liturgy 
connected with each. ore 

The whole of mankind was regarded as standing 
before God, its judge, on the New Year—the entire 
world, not meéfely the Jews. This universalyy of 
God was stressed throughout the services On the 
New Year and Day of Atonement. God as ruler of 
the world was stressed, which implied judge and 
in its turn implied redeemer. Part of the service 
was the confession of sins, and it was interesting 
to note that these were mostly sins by man against 
man, and not man against God, and repentance 
must include an attempt at reconciliation. 

Rabbinical teaching found justification in Exodus 


for the first 10 days of the year as 10 
days of penitence. “The first of the first- 
fruits of the land thou shalt bring to the 


House of the Lord.’ : There, of course, what was 
contemplated was the fruits of the harvest which 
were to be brought to the Temple. But they also 
interpreted it to mean the dedication of the first 10 
days of the year to trying to return to God. 

The law said make sacrifices. But God Himself 
speaking through the Psalms simply said, “* Let him 
repent and obtain atonement.’ No sacrifices were 
necessary. Repentance was all that God desired.

At a meeting of North London Youth Societies 
called to help the Chief Rabbi's Appeal for kasher 
food. and clothing for the Continent, it was undpi- 
mously agreed by a number of organisations 
(Agudist Culture Circle, Bachad, B'nei Akivah, 
Ben Zakkai, Beth Jacob, Torah Va'Avodah, and 
Zeire Agudas Israel) to form a Joint Co- 
Ordinating Committee. 

It was decided to issue an appeal calling upon 
every Jewish household to give as much as possible 
for this cause, and calling upon every Jewish boy 
and girl to act as hon. collector in his or het 
district, and to send in their names to one of the 
organisations.
